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Bakers blame dearer 
bread on cost 
of fuel and wrapping

The prices of bread and eggs 
will rise next week. 

A large, white, sliced loaf 
will increase by 2 ip to 34p and 
a small loaf by lip. Some sizes 
nf eggs will increase for the 
second time this month by as 
much as lOp a dozen. 

Bakers said yesterday that 
the rise on bread, the first for 
six months, was necessary to 
cover extra costs. Prices of 
fuel for machinery -and deli¬ 
very vans have increased 
.sharply since May and the cost 
of oil-based wrappings has also 
gone up. 

Mr Peter Danes, chairman of 
Allied Bakeries, which sells 
Sun blest and Virbe bread, said 
that packaging costs were 
“ going up ar a frighrening 
rate The latest wage award 
in the bread industry will take 
place next week when basic 
rates go up by about 15 per 
cent. The price of flour is also 
due to rise early nexr month. 

A spokesman for KHM, the 
cimpanv which makes 
Mother's Pride bread, said that 
the price rise on a large loaf 
would be 3p in Scotland and 
Northern Ireland because dis¬ 
tribution costs were higher 
there. 

Egg sizes three and four will 
go up by 3p a dozen, and sire 
five by 5p a dozen. Egg 
production has fallen for much 
of this year because of a 
reduction in placings nf young 


chicks in the second half of 
1978. 

Fatty' meat: Modern farming 
methods produce meat with 
tno much fat. Dr Michael 
Crawford, a researcher at rhe 
Nuffield Institute of Compara¬ 
tive Medicine, said yesterday. 
Moreover it was saturated fat 
of the type considered by 
manv scientists to be linked to 
the high level of coronary 
heart disease in industrialized 
countries JI!;e Britain. 

“It does not make arty sense 
to feed animals with expensive 
imported grain to make them 
fat he said at a conference 
organized in London by the 
Coronary Prevention Croup. 
Lambs were brought down 
from the hills of Wales and 
Scotland every year to be fed 
in stalls for three months. The 
muscle, or lean meat, acquired 
on the hills was replaced by 
fat. 

•'You do nor need that 
amount of fat to provide a 
taste ", Dr Crawford said. 

Dr K. B. Ball, vice-chairman 
of the Coronary- Prevention 
Group, said tliar it had decided 
tn concentrate on changing the 
diet because the recommenda¬ 
tions abour reducing fat intake 
from committees of scientists 
in the mid-1970s had not been 
followed up by Governments. 

“ We are up against enor¬ 
mous vested interests in this ", 
Dr Ball said. ** Millions of 
pounds have been spent on 
enormous campaigns trying to 
persuade the country to eat 
more staurated fat.” 


New wheat varieties may 
lead to cut in imports

British scientists have 
developed new varieties of 
wheat designed to enable millers 
tn use less imported grain in 
bread flour. Loaves and rolls 
made from the new varieties, 
called Bounty and Avalon, were 
displayed at a press conference 
in London. 

The new wheats were bred 
by Mr John Bingham, leader of 
wheat projects at the Govern¬ 
ment's Plant Breeding Institute 
near Cambridge and one of the 
country’s leading cereal plant- 
breeders. 

He said chat British Farmers 
would have to improve their 
marketing to millers if the 30 
per cent share of French wheat 
in British bread was to be 
reduced. They had a good 
opportunity to do so because 
wheat from traditional suppliers 
in Canada now attracted an EEC 
levy of a third of its price 
before it could be sold here. 

British farmers grow far more 
wheat for animal feed than 


grain of bread-making quality 
because of the higher yields of 
rhe former. Mr Bingham said 
that his new varieties yielded 
at least as much as Maris 
Huntsman, one of the most 
prolific feed varieties of the 
past decade. 

Mr F. T. Rees. EEC co¬ 
ordinator with the Rank Hovis 
milling company, said that 
Britain was close to having its 
first grain surplus. At a con¬ 
ference about grain at Abirg- 
ton, near Cambridge, he said: 
“ W’e are teetering on the brink 
of complete self-sufficiency in 
those grains which can grow in 
this country, and it just requires 
a little push to put us into a 
surplus.” 

He gave farmers a warning 
not to rely on EEC institutions 
to buv surpluses, as .they do 
now. “The Commuoiri- is run¬ 
ning short of cash ”, he said. 
"To rely on official channels 
for intervention over the next 
decade is blindly optimistic.*’ 

The EEC now has a grain 
" mountain ” of more than a 
million tonnes. 


Law amended 
to help divert 
grant schools

A change in the law to enable 
the remaining direct-grant gram¬ 
ma schools to apply for the pro¬ 
posed assisted places scheme 
and opt for independence with¬ 
out loss of Government grant 
was announced yesterday by Mr 
Mark Carlisle, QC, Secretary of 
Srate for Education and Science. 

Under regulations introduced 
by the Labour Government in 
1975. direct-grant schools would 
continue to receive grants From 
the Government for pupils ad¬ 
mitted after 1976 only if rttey 
could satisfy the Secretary of 
State that they intended to be¬ 
come a comprehensive school 
maintained by a local education 
authority. 

Of the 174 direct-grant 
schools at that time, 122 opted 
for independence, seven closed, 
and 45, nearly, all Roman 
Catholic, agreed to go compre¬ 
hensive. OF those, 35 are 
fully maintained comprehensive 
schools, but 10 scftuols have yet 
to take the final steps- It is 
these schools which will benefit 

The amending regulations will 
enable schools to continue to 
receive Government grams in 
respect of pupils admitted next 
September. 


Polytechnics 
apply for 
royal charters

The directors of Britain’s 31 
polytechnics have drawn up 
proposals to secure rnyal 
charters for their colleges to 
win an equivalent status to 
universities. 

Details of the main features 
of a charter have been cir¬ 
culated privately in recent 
months to members of the 
Committee of Directors of 
polytechnics freedom to award 
their own degrees and loosen 
their financial dependence 

Mr David Bethel, chairman 
of the Committee of Directors 
of Polytechnics, has written to 
Mr Mark Carlisle. QC. the 
Secretary of State for Educa¬ 
tion and Science, recommend¬ 
ing that polytechnics should be 
given corporate status 

The Council for National 
Academic Awards, which . is 
responsible for overseeing 
academic standards in poly¬ 
technics, would become an 
accreditation agency with 
greatly reduced powers. 

In a parallel development, 
the Polytechnic of Central 
London has begun to investi¬ 
gate the possibility of reriving 
an ancient charter granted to 
Us forerunner, rhe Polytechnic 
Institution in 1839. 


Legal rights 
are 
abused, 
judge says

Laws of great social benefit, 
such as those on unfair dis¬ 
missal and on legal aid, had 
unforeseen results which were 
causing public discontent. Lord 
Denning, Master of the Rolls, 
said yesterday in a lecture to 

the British Academy. 

Delivering the Maccabaean 
Lecture on the theme of “ Our 
present discontents ”, Lord Den¬ 
ning said there was a serious 
disincentive against dismissing 
a bad worker. He agreed with 
the principle that a worker 
should be dismissed only for 
a good reason. But in prac¬ 
tice what happened was that 
when a man was dismissed, and 
applied for bis employment 
benefit, he would be told to 
claim for unfair dismissal. 

When he lodged his claim, 
the burden was then put on the 
employer to give a reason for 
the dismissal and to prove that 
it was not unfair. He had to 
do chat at his own expense, 
often having to use lawyers, 
and without being able to re¬ 
cover bis costs even if be won. 
There was therefore a serious 
disincentive against dismissing 
people, which was caused not 
by the principle of the legis¬ 
lation, but by its unforeseen 
consequences. 

Another example was in the 
field of legal aid. It was “one 
of the greatest social benefits 
of our time ”, but was causing 
delays in the courts. “The 
law’s delay's are worse than f 
have known them in mv time ”, 
Lord Denning said, “ and I 
should think worse than they 
have been for the last 150 
years.” 

Because of legal aid, more 
cases were fought that would 
have been contested before, 
and at grearer length. “ Men 
plead not guilty when they 
would have previously pleaded 
guilty. Husbands and wives 
have long contests over access 
to children when previously 
they would have settled them.” 

When both parties were 
legally aided, there was no in¬ 
centive on them to settle their 
differences by agreement, and 
tax payers had to pay the costs 
of both sides. 

Another source of discontent 
was the obliteration of duty— 
or any sense of duty—by man 
towards his fellows. Lord Den¬ 
ning said. 

“ Too many today claim rights 
of one kind 'or another without 
remembering that there are 
corresponding duties—in which 
rhe duty to the community at 
large should take priority over 
the self-interest of individuals 
or groups; and that, for the 
good of all, disputes should be 
settled by arbitration, and not 
by high-handed measures on 
one side or the other.”

Squatters 
move into 


age of ’Wren 

By Ian Bradley- 

Gone are the days - when 
squatting meant the occupation 
of seedy properties in run-down 
inner city areas, in London 
squatters have gone “up mar¬ 
ket”, pitching their sleeping 
bags on the floors of elegant 
and historic buildings. 

After the squat in a Nash 
mansion in Bloomsbury Square 
which ended abruptly last week, 
22 students have moved into the 
former Deanery at St Paul's 
Cathedral. 

- It was built by friends of Sir 
Christopher Wren in 1670 as a 
headquarters for the rebuilding 
of the cathedral, and it has 
been unoccupied since the last 
Dean, the Very Rev- Martin 
Sullivan, moved out in August 
1977. 

The present Dean, the Very 
Rev Alan Webster, did not 
occupy it when he took up his 


appointment because the build¬ 
ing was too big and. was also 
thought to be unsafe. 

He said yesterday: “ It re¬ 
quires a new steel frame which 
would cost Elm to fit. The D.ean 
and Chapter of the Cathedral 
cannot find this kind of money 
to save the building which we 
would like to use for educa¬ 
tional purposes.” 

The squatters, mostly studenrs 
at either the City University or 
the City of London Polytechnic, 
moved into the Deanery last 
Sunday after it had been opened 
for them by the Advisory Ser¬ 
vice for Squatters. 

The service acts as a kind of 
estate agent for squatters, re¬ 
searching what properties are 
lying empty, what kind of state 
they are in and then advising on 
the legal consequences of 
occupying them. 

The students occupying the 
Old Deanery have failed to find 
accommodation near their 
places of study. Their squat is 
highly organized. 

They have had the electricity 
meters read and have promised 
to pay for all water used. They 
are taking care not to damage 
the interior. 


The only signs of their occu¬ 
pation are sleeping hags neatly 
spread on the bare floors of 
what were once the Dean's lib- 
■ rary and drawing room. The 
Fronr gates to the Deanery -are 
locked. Visitors .are asked to 
join two wires together ^to ring 
a makeshift bell. When I visited 
the place yesterday, all but two 
of the squarters were out at lec¬ 
tures or in libraries.. 

Mr Webster is visiting what 
should be his home every day 
to make sure that the squatters 
are safe. He said yesterday that 
he had great sympathy with 
them. He knew how difficult it 
was to find accommodation, in 
central London..,- 

On his visit yesterday, he re- 
covered valuable archives on 
the relationship of Christians 
and Jews in the nineteenth cen-; 
wry. The squatters were not 
aware of their existence. 

The squatters have nee as yet 
availed themselves-of the spirit¬ 
ual services laid on by their new 
landlords in the Cathedral. How¬ 
ever, there is a special service 
For the City University at St 
. Paul’s on Monday. Mr Webster 
expects that some of them will 
be there.

Escaped prisoners jailed 
after beating up priest

Two prisoners, one of them 
a Roman Catholic, who had 
absconded from a working 
party and robbed a_ Roman 
Catholic priest, were jailed at 
Winchester Crown Court yes¬ 
terday. 

In two hours of savage and 
sadistic violence Father Joseph 
Levey, aged 69, wars mercilessly 
punched and kicked.

They escaped 
with £2 ; 500. 

The three men were each

Clrse. Toiton. Mr Holt and Mr 
Harmsworth pleaded guilty to 
robbery and assault. 


Freer BBC archive access urged

Freer access to the BBC’s 
television archives is recom¬ 
mended today. It is proposed 
that the BBC should set aside a 
sum of money for the next two 
years for a pilot scheme. 

It would allow access by 
studenu, researchers and other 
members of the viewing public, 
and during the period the 
demand for access could be 
assessed. The BBC’s advisory 
committee on archives said that 

viewing fees should be in line 
with those charged by institu¬ 
tions such as the National Film 
Archive and the Imperial War 
Museum. 

-Another important recom¬ 
mendation suggests that the 
BDC should make it possible 
for directors, actors and writers 
concerned with a programme 
m buy a copy of it, for private 
use and retention. 

“Material is widely used in 
programmes made inside the 
BBC *', Lord Briggs, the chair¬ 
man of rhe committee, said, 
“and we think other pro¬ 
gramme makers should also 
have access. The whole thing 
does depend upon money and 
we have left it to the BBC to 
do the detailed costing”. 

The report also has recom¬ 
mendations to make about rhe 
valuable collection in the Radio 
Times HuJton Picture Library. 
It suggests that the name should 
be changed, since it appears to 
be an offshoot of the BBC’s 
main, and most profitable 
publication, which may have 
militated aqainst its full import¬ 
ance being recognized. 


Urgent consideration should 
also be given to improving the 
way the older and rarer 
material in the _ library was 
stored, and priority given to 
recaraloguing the material in 
the library. 

“We have not recommended 
passing the whole thing over to 
the Public Record Office,” Lord 
Briggs said. “But we want to 
see a common policy on the 
whole of the archives—sound.

Tbe working paper said that the 
conference would not be asked to 
discuss issues such as Irish unity, 
or confederation or independence.

Isle of Man to change its customs 
after more than 200 years 


House of Lords 

The Isle of Man Bill, which will 
enable the island to run its own 
customs and excise service, was 
given an unopposed second read¬ 
ing. 

Lord Btislcad, Under Secretary, 
Home Office, said that United 
Kingdom customs officers had 
been employed in the Isle of Man 
since 1765. The Isle of Man govern¬ 
ment had proposed that tbe island 
should have its own customs and 
evefse service instead of the exist¬ 
ing agency arrangement whereby 
officials of KM Custom* and 
Excise collected the customs duties 
and indirect taxes in the island on 
behalf of tiie island government. 

The primary purpose of the Bill 
■nas to site effect to tills proposal 
hv repealin-i and replacing the Isle 
of Man Act. 195$.‘‘and introducing 
measures which the United King¬ 
dom Government considered to be 
necessary' in the United Kingdom : 
!>■ implement on April 1- I98Q. the 
new customs and excise agreement 
formally approved by both gnveia- 


racats and signed on October IS. 

It would, while meeting tbe vdsh 
of the Isle of Man to run its own 
customs and exdse service, main¬ 
tain the esseadJl features of the 
previous arrangement- 

This meant continuation of tiie 
common customs area in the 
United Kingdom and Isle of Man 
and tbe absence of a customs bar¬ 
rier between the two territories, 
and the maintenance of tbe pre¬ 
vious arrangements for the allo¬ 
cation of customs and excise 
revenue to Ibc two territories. 

Under the new agreement all tbe 
dudes and indirect taxes except 
excise duty on beer, general 
betting duty, and VAT on takings 
of gaming machines would con¬ 
tinue to be kept at the same level 
as those in the United Kingdom. 

The Bill also provided for tbe 
transfer to the Manx nf certain 
functions of- the Lieutenant Gover¬ 
nor of the island. -m 

It was a happy association oi 
events that tiic-presonraunn r»f the 
Bill should have occurred in the 


same year ax the people of the isle 
of Man had celebrated the mii- 
lenium ot file Tynwald. The people

Alcohol played a significant 
part in half tbe murder cases 
sampled in an analysis by staff 
of the Parole Board, Lord 
Harris of Greenwich, its chair¬ 
man, said yesteday. 

He gave three examples to 
members of the local review 
committees of Kent prisons. In 
one case a mentally disturbed 
youth aged 20, spent most of 
a day in a public house, drank 
an immense quantity of alco¬ 
hol, then went out and killed a 
woman aged 90. 

In another, a middle-aged 
man who was a voluntary 
patient at a mental hospital 
wrongly suspected bis wife of 
having an affair. He drank most 
of a bottle of whisky, then went 
out and shot her. 

In the third case a young 
mail attending a late night 
party in a block of flats became 
drunk, staggered against the 
door of o flat that was not 
properly shut and, when the 
elderly woman wbo lived there 
got up to discover what was 
going on, struck her to the 
ground. She died and he said 
He could remember little, if 
anything, of what had hap¬ 
pened. 

Lord Harris said: **Tbe rela¬ 
tionship between alcoholism and 
violent crime is one of the most 
serious issues facing our 
criminal justice system ". Since 
becoming chairman of tbe board 
this year he had become in¬ 
creasingly concerned, about- the 


large number of cases, the board 
had reviewed, in which drink 
had played an important part. 

Many of the heaviest drinkers 
involved were often those least 
able to withstand the effects of 
alcohol. They were inadequate, 
mentally unstable or subnormal. 
Often they had a background 
of acute deprivation. They came 
from homes in whicb one parent 
at least had had a background 
of alcoholism or mental illness 

Drink was also a factor in 
about half the cases of unpre¬ 
meditated violence considered 
by the board. Crimes of vio¬ 
lence rose between 1969 and 
1978 by 130 per cent. In 1978, 
when indictable offences known 
to tbe police fell by 3 per cent, 
crimes of violence still rose by 
6 per cent. 

Lord Harris said the diffi¬ 
culty was that if action was 
taken it could have a significant 
impact on millions of ordinary 
people who wanted to buy 
liquor whenever they wanted it. 

It was the duty of others to 
spell out a. detailed national 
policy. Swingeing sentences 
would not by themselves be an 
answer. “All I can say is that 
we must accept that unless we 
begin to consider drawing up a 
firm plan to deal with alcohol 
abuse, the present serious level 
of violent crime will not 
diminish ”.

Perrier fights water bottling ban

Paris, Nov 29 

The prefect of the Yvelines 
has ordered the destruction of 
aU the water bottled at the 
Font eve spring, near Fontahi- 
bleau, because the departmental 
laboratory has reported that.it 
is producing water with danger¬ 
ous levels of microbes and 
chemicals. 

The Fonteve water has been 
exploited for nearly 20 years. 


and the 240 workers there have 
been bottling 10 million bottles 
a year for the Perrier group, 
which now controls the spring. 
It was. widely sold in super¬ 
market^ and in bulk to hospitals 
M Laurent Clement, the pre¬ 
fect, .decided to-have stocks of 
the water .destroyed and to stop 
' farther bottling after laboratory 
tests on a dozen sample bottles 
carried out by the department 
showed streptococci and colon 


bacillus, plus a nitrate level 
which could provoke blood dis¬ 
eases in small babies. 

The Perrier gsroup strongly 
contests the findings of the dep¬ 
artment's laboratories and 
claims that its own tests show 
the water is perfectly safe. 

The Ministry of Health has 
now been asked to make its 
own checks, and what threatens 
to be a long inquiry is under 
way.

U S gave warning of 
Polar flight dangers

Wellington, Nov 29 

Three New Zealand moun¬ 
taineers who were winched 
down from a United States 
Mount Erebus today found no 
trace of survivors of the Air 
New Zealand DC 10 disaster in 
the Antarctic. 

Temperatures on the volcano 
were below zero and swirling 
winds* made it impossible for ' 
the helicopter to land. The 
mountaineers stayed only 
briefly, inspecting scattered 
wreckage, before being hauled 
back to the helicopter. 

The. airliner was carrying 237 
passengers and 20 crew on . a 
sightseeing flight from Auck¬ 
land to the Antarctic when it 
crashed. 

A four-man team from the 
McDonnell Douglas company, 
which manufactures the DC 10, 
are expected to arrive in New 
Zealand tomorrow as are other 
aviation officials. They will 
help New Zealand authorities 
try to establish tbe cause of rhe 
crash. 

A' team of police moun¬ 
taineers. experienced in the re¬ 
gion left this afternoon for the 
Antarctic. They will work from 
Scott base to recover the bodies. 
Progress will depend very' much 
on the weather in this forbid¬ 
ding land. 

Tbe disaster, the worst in 
New Zealand’s history' in terms 
of lives lost, has highlighted 
warnings from United States 
Antarctic authorities about 
flights of this kind. 


Air New Zealand has flown 
14 such sightseeing trips in the 
last three years. 

Critics bad given warnings 
that a lack of adequate facilities 
could lead to a disaster in the 
hazardous environment if any¬ 
thing wem wrong. In Washing¬ 
ton six weeks ago an Antarctic 
consultative committee meeting 
expressed concern about the 
dan tiers arising from increased 
-tourist flights over the Ant- 
. arctic. 

' Apparently rbis concern 
related not to Air New Zealand 
or Qantas, which are the only 
operators flying such excur¬ 
sions fairly regularly, but to 
possible one-off trips by other 
airlines. 

Air New Zealand said the 
ill-fated flight was ro have been 
the last of the season and none 
had been scheduled for 19S0. 
Four British women: Six 
Britons were among those who 
died in the crash. They included 
Miss Audrey Anderson, aged 
75, of Maori Road, Guildford, 
Surrey, a former head of the 
BBC's" Czechoslovak Ssi-vice. 

Three women exchange 
teachers were also killed. They 
were Miss Susan Copley, aged 
35. of Doncaster Road, Rother¬ 
ham, South Yorkshire, Miss 
Elizabeth Edwards, 29, of Rich¬ 
mond Rnad, Newport,' Gwent, 
and Mrs Elaine Trinder.

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54 Congressmen urge Mr Carter 
to issue ultimatum to Iran 
backed by threat of military action

Washington, Nov 29 

A group of 54 members of 
the House of Representatives 
today called on .President 
Carter to issue «n ultima turn 
to Iran for the release of the 
remaining 49 hostages at the 
American Embassy in Tehran. 

Mr Carter should set a dead¬ 
line for rha release of the 
hostages and if this was not 
met “ initiate specifisd mHirary 
operations against Iran"* the 
Congressmen said when They 
tabled a resolution cadLing for 
such action. 

Announcing the move. Mr 
Samuel Stratton, a Democrat 
from New York, said the reso¬ 
lution was designed to support 
the President in his efforts to 
sob's “this complicated, per¬ 
plexing. frustrating amd 
dangerous situation ". 

The adoption of such an 
approach might well increase 
the likelihood of a safe release 
cf the hostages with more 
urgent pressures placed cm Iran 
by neighbouring stares unwill¬ 
ing tn see the introduezion of 
military operations into the 
Guff area, he added. 

The idea of issuing an ulti- 
marum was rejected by Presi- 
cleot Carter during his televised 
press conference at the White 
House last nifiht. Setting a dead¬ 
line, he said, might result in 


harm to, or the death of, the 
hostages. Many members of 
Congress are not keen on the 
idea either. Mr Janies Wright, 
the Democratic Leader of the 
House of Representatives, des¬ 
cribed the suggestion as "very 
risky” and probably “counter¬ 
productive ”, 

But the fact that about an 
eighth of the membership of 
the Lower House is supporting 
the draft resolution illustrates 
the growing sense of frustration 
in the United States at the 

Administration's apparent ina¬ 
bility to secure the release of 
the hostages. 

“What concerns us n , Mr 
Stratton told reporters, "is 
that if the other courses of 
action fail to produce results 
fdiplomatic efforts, a meeting 
of the United Nations Security 
Council, etc), it is not beyond 
the realm of possibility that the 
hostages might continue to be 
held indefinitely, in captivity, 
in deplorable conditions, sub¬ 
ject to rigged ‘spy" trials and 
other abuses. 

" In our view the longer this 
situation continues unresolved 
and without a commensurate, 
overt response from the United 
States, the greater will be the 
damage to American prestige 
and influence, and the greater 
•will be the risk that other 
Americans in other embassies 


in other parts of the world 
might also be taken hostage by 
terrorist groups, believing the 
United States was either unable 
or unwilling to reply” he 
added. 

Mr Stratton pointed oat that 
the draft resolution, if it were 
passed by Congress, would not 
be binding on the PUresddenr. 
n It mandates nothing and the 
President is therefore free to 
consider it or ignore it as - be 
sees fit”, he said. Moreover, 
the deadline date called for in 
the resolution was entirely up 
to the President. 

In another development; Mr 
George Hansen, a Republican 
member of the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives from Idaho, returned 
to Capitol HiH today from what 

he called his * mission of 
mercy” to Tehran. At a press 
conference be rejecteed criti¬ 
cism by the White House, the 
State Department and many of 
his colleagues in Congress that 
his trip had been misguided." 

He had tried to fill a vacuum 
produced by the complete lack 
of any official American inter- 
locuters in Tels-an, be told 
reporters. He would now report 
his findings to the State 
Department and the White 
House in the hope that they 
might be useful to the Admini¬ 
stration in its search for a solu¬ 
tion.

President Carter said on tele¬ 
vision last night chat the United 
States held “the Government 
of Iran fully responsible for the 
■.veil-being and the safe return 
oF every single person ” among 
the hostages held in Tehran. 

Mr Carter used the measured 
phrases of traditional diplo¬ 
macy. and his wanting was 
thereby the more effective. All 
those in authority in Iran, who 
know anything of the world, 
must naw realize what is in¬ 
volved. _ 

The President reFerred to 
diplomatic eFforts to obtain the 
hostages’ release. “We hope 
that this exercise of diplomacy 
and the international law will 
bring a peaceful solution, be¬ 
cause a peaceful solution is 
preferable to the other remedies 
available tn the United States. 

At rite same time that we 
pursue such a solution with 
grim determination, the Gov¬ 
ernment of Iran must realize 
the gravity of the situation 
which it has. itself, created and 
the grave consequences which 
wiH result if barm comes to 
any of the hostages. 

After making his statement, 
Mr Carter was asked about the 
possibility that the United 
Stares might use force against 
Iran. He replied : “ft would not 
be advisable for me to explore 
publicly all the options open to 
our country. As I said earlier, 
lam determined to do the best 
1 can through diplomatic means 
and through peaceful means to 


ensure the safety of our hos¬ 
tages and their release. 

“ Other actions whicW I might 
decide to take would come in 
the future after those peaceful 
means have been exhausted. I 
believe that the growing con¬ 
demnation of the world com¬ 


munity on Iran will have a 
beneficial effect.” 


The President refused to set 
any deadline for resolving the 
crisis. Some hopes had been 
pinned on the Security Council 
meeting, which is now in doubt 
because of the change in foreign 
ministers in Iran. American 
patience will presumably bold 
at least until next weds: when 
the Shia religious fervour will 
have abated, the Iranian con¬ 
stitutional referendum will be 
out of the way and the Shah 
wil have returned to Mexico. 

The aircraft carrier Kittyhawk 
is now within range of Iran and 
the entire and very powerful 
American fleet now in the 
Indian Ocean could be anywhere 
in the region where Carter 
wants It by next week. 

• Mr Carter was also asked why 
he had agreed to allow the Shah 
to enter the United States, and 
about allegations that Dr Henry 
Kissinger had exerted undue 
pressure on the Administration 
to that end. He replied: “The 
derision that I made personally 
and without pressure from any¬ 
one to carry out the principles 
of our country, to provide for 
the means of giving the Shah 
necessary medical assistance to 
save bis life, was proper”. The 
derision was taken entirely on 
humanitarian grounds. 


U S plea to 
World Court 
on hostages 


The Hague, Nov 29.—The 
United States asked the Inter¬ 
national Court of Justice today 
to order Iran to release the 
hostages being held in the 
American Embassy in Tehran, a 
United States Embassy spokes¬ 
man said. 

The request was is a letter 
from Mr Cyrus Vance, the 
American Secretary of State, 
to Sir Hu m phrey Waldock, the 
British President of the United 
Nations Court which sits in the 
Hague. It i$ the first time in 
more t han 20 years that the 
United States has asked the 
court to intervene on its behalf. 

Mr Vance also petitioned the 
15-judge court also known as 
The World Court, ro condemn 
Iran’s “multiple violations of 
the immunities of the United 
States diplomats and embassy” 
in Teheran. 

He asked that pending such 
a judgment the court should 
order the immediate freeing, of 
the 49 embassy staff who have 
been held since November 4 by 
militant students demanding the 
extradition from dre United 
States of the deposed Shah. 

The International Court was 
set up under the United Nations 
Charter in 1945. Its decisions 
ar etheoreticaUy binding bat in 
practice have been often disre¬ 
garded because the court has 
no means of enforcing them. 

It was hot immediately dear 
whether the 'affair could be 
brought before The Hague 
court. It can only deal with 
cases with the consent of both 
parties concerned.

Villagers take over after the departure of the landlords 



Kahak, a place no foreign visitor sees

Kahak, Iran, Nov 29 

Kahak is the sort of place no 
one ever goes to visit. It lies, a 
rectangle of mud and clay sin¬ 
gle-storey houses; at che end of 
a dirt road with, only a gaggle 
of children and a dung heap 
peeked aver by fat chickens to 
welcome a stranger. 

Through die dust and che 
heat haze to the north, the 
AJborz mountain range runs 
along the horizon, forming the 
lower lip of the Caspian Sea 
basin. Foreigners never see 
Kahak, except perhaps the pas¬ 
sengers on the night train to 
the Soviet frontier as it skirts 
the village orchards. 

Even then, it is doubtful if 
they would notice Kahak. It is 
so small that its 950 inhabi¬ 
tants cannot support a mosque 
of their own. A mullah, a pre¬ 
maturely aging man-of 64-with 
a stick of perspiration running 
down his face from beneath 
his turban and a shirt front 
covered in dirt, has to travel 
up from Quin to minister tor 
the faithful. 

He. is a man capable^ ’aff c 
extraordinary energy andias-lSe- 
walks nimbly round the ..heaps , 
of manure and puddles of 
gilded, foetid. water, he talks 
ahour che village in a posses¬ 
sive, slightly rhetorical, almost 
-— way, his -voice 


than a conversation. 

Shaikh Ibrahim Zaude points 
to the hard, unwatered land 
beyond the mud huts, a desert 
of grey uatyaelding earth. “ The 


villagers own everything on 
both sides of die road”, be 
says,. “ buz they do not know 
how much land they have.” 
The heat shimmers and dances 
on che old end -dried-up irriga¬ 
tion ditches. There are no 
deeds of ownership, no papers 
and no legal covenants in 
Kahak now that the landlords 
have gone. 

Just when tire landlords did 
depart is something t-h«r 
bothers Shaikh Zaude. “ In the 
past regime”, be. expfams, 
“ there were two big land¬ 
owners—Habib Sardai aod 
Ibrahim Soiehi. The villagers 
lived in very bad conditions. 
Some of them were so poor 
that they owed many debts but 
Sardai and Solefad came here 
and took their gram in pay¬ 
ment. . . 

“I remember seeing these 
villagers going to other vil¬ 
lages to buy back their own 
grain ax high prices. So the 
people had to borrow money 
tor this and then pay interest 
. on the Joansi” . 

More, than a dozen villagers 
have gathered ro und us as 
;Sha»kht'-i&Snie:- talks on. They 
are pcwrrjjfeopie, most* of them 
, Turktyh; in^ origin with high,. 
shiny ■ cheekbones! Their old, 
grey jackets are torn and their 
trousers are frayql where'-tbe 
rubble and thorns in the fields 
have scratched, them. .They 
wear . cheap plastic -sandals. 
There. - is only one girl,: with 
them, a 13-year-old with'dark 
hair who has. .wrapped-terseIf 
shroud-like in a pink- and grey 
chador veil. 

"Then things improved for 
us” Shaikh Zaude said. “Sar¬ 


dai and Solehi left with the 
land reforms.” Ufa ere is no per¬ 
ceptible change in the mullah’s 
face. He has been asked about 
last February's revolution buz 
he is in fact talking about the 
Shah’s so-called “ white revolu¬ 
tion” 17 years ago when the 
land reform laws ostensibly 
curtailed the power of rhe.big 
landowners. 

Private holdings were redis¬ 
tributed and. landowners could 
retain only one milage. Poor- 
farmers were - thereby brought 
into 'the economy ahhough 
most labourers and farm 
workers remained untouched. 

Kahak, it seems,- did not 
benefit m the long; term from 
such reforms, as Shaikh Zaude 
zhakes dear. “There .; were 
good Chines for us. in the 
reforms. Toe number of sheep 
owned by the.villagers went-up 
from 2,00(1 to 3,000. But the 
village itself, instead of being 
owned % two men,' was wvr 
run by a government agent, 
Darude Gilani, a capitalist 
from-the town of Qasvio.in the 
north.. He -was a bad man and 
be collected. rent by demand¬ 
ing half of.-.the villagers’ 
crops.”. . '' 

There is mi old main with an 
unshaven chin and a cataract 
in-his feft eye who has walked 
to'the front of the villagers. 
From las grubby yellow 'shirt . 
and broken shoes, you would - 
not im a gin e that Mr Aziz Mah- 
. mouth, was the vfiUaee headman - 
and the largest farmer. He 
looks at the - mtdjah for a 
moment and says, very slowly: 
“Darude Gffani-ss in Qasvin 
prison now.” 

Mr Mahmoudi wants to talk 


about the land- reforms because 
the Shah - later instituted co¬ 
operative farming, a system 
that .did. not appeal to the vil¬ 
lagers ; with . then* newly 
acquired but ind i vid ua lly un¬ 
economic land/-' 

“ The . Shah came down to 
this region once”, Mr Mah¬ 
moudi says. “I met Mm—I .was 
introduced co trim.” There is a 
silence while..- his. «wtfi 
audience takes tills in. “ What 
did he say to me f He asked 
me if we trad institut ed coopera¬ 
tive fanning in > my village. I 
told him we had, I was. Jyang. 1 
was just too frightened to tell 
the troth.” 

Mr Mahmoudi ' walks across 
the vEkjge square, followed by 
a small throngof /-school' 
ch&dren. He points ; to.a crum¬ 
bling, fortified mud' house with 
two smteys-^a - sign, of opu¬ 
lence amid - such '■ poverty. 
“ That is where Solehi used to 
Kvef, he- says, -gesturing 
towards the broken windows. 
“He is dead-now and the vil¬ 
lagers 'live in 'his house. Now 
GHaca is. gone too. Be win not 
conw back.” • 

There is indeed no' reason- 
why Mr Gilani should return 
to Kahak, everi-if he is released 
from -prison. For cm the. first 
day ox the revolution last Feb¬ 
ruary, when the villagers saw 
the Imperial Army srarrender- 
nig in Tehran on die, screen of 
a sriraQ black-and-white televi¬ 
sion set, they walked down to 
tiie fields which Mir Gilani still 
owned on each.side of the rail¬ 
way line.

Mr Hamilton Jordan, Presi¬ 
dent Carter’s controversial chief 
White House adviser, is to be 
investigated by a Special Pro¬ 
secutor for allegedly (tying 
cocaine ar a New York disco¬ 
theque. 

Announcing this in Wash¬ 
ington today, Mr Benjamin 
Civiletti, the Attorney-General, 
said that be could not conclude 
at this stage that the allega¬ 
tions were “so unsubstantiated 
that no further investigation is 
warranted”. He based his con¬ 
clusion on a preliminary 
inquiry by law enforcement 
agencies. 

“ Information from a number 
of pertinent witnesses has not 
been obtainable in the pre¬ 
liminary investigation without 
compulsory process. Final reso¬ 
lution will require that informa¬ 
tion. an assessment of the 
credibility of several witnesses, 
under oath, and the evaluation 
of evidence,” Mr Civiletti 
added. 

The Special Prosecutor, who 
was chosen by a. special 
Federal Count consisting of 
three judges, is to be Mr 
Arthur Christy of New York, a 
former United, States Attorney 
end now in private practice. 


IRA suspect refuses to give name

A man whom immigration 
officials say is Mr Michael 
O’Rourke. an IRA bomb 
expert, refused to identify, him? 
self at a deportation hearing 
here today. 

Asked by the judge to give 
his name,. be replied.: “ I res¬ 
pectfully decline to answer 
that question on the ground 
that it might incriminate me.” 

The Fifth Amendment to-the 
United Stares Constitution 
allows witnesses not to answer 
questions for that reason. At 
an earlier hearing three weeks 
ago the man had identified 
himself as Mr O’Rourke and 
since then he has been in jail 
in New York. 

The Immigration Service, is 
trying to deport him on the 
ground that he entered the 
country illegally. After the 
judge ruled today tftar the 
original ground for deportation 
was inadmissible the Gover- 
raent lawyer introduced a 
second charge and the hearing 
was adjourned for a week. 

The first charge was that the 
defendant would nor say where 
or when he had entered the 
country. The judge ruled that 
this was not a proper ground 
for deportation. He said the 
charge was changed to one* of 
entering the country without 
presenting himself to an immi¬ 
gration officer.

More Australians -ere becom¬ 
ing concerned with what they 
-consider to be the 4mti:Social 
effects of waiching/television, 

according h> a survey by the 
Australian- Broadcasting Tri¬ 
bunal. - l-. 

. An increasing number of 
parents are taking-measures to 
protect their children from too 
much television, imposing re¬ 
strictions ' and ; selectivity 
unheard of 10 years ago. 

These trends are-shown to a 
wide-ranging series;of surveys 
daring, a .10-year period, collec¬ 
ted by the tribunal in a book¬ 
let. Ic shows that in Melbourne 
alone the number of households 
which restrict - rbeir children’s 


viewing has doubled in seven 
years. 

A survey conducted in 1968 
found only 36 per cent of Mel¬ 
bourne parents enforced rules 
on tbe hours television could 
be switched on. By 1975 the 
figure had jumped ro 70 per 
cent. 

- The report says: “ Major con-, 
cern -was with items containing 
sex, violence, innuendo and 
crime. Parents also attempted 
to protect their children from 
frightening or anxiety-inducing 
drama.'*. Bur most children 
continued to watch prohibited 
programmes, it said, 

Asurvey -carried out iu 1963 ‘ 
in Sydney and Melbourne and - 
in 1973-in Adelaide shows those 
who see television as a cause of ; 
anri-social behaviour increased 


from 24 oer cent to. 30 per 
cent. 

In the same five-year period 
those who felt television was of 
value to children “in giving 
experience of the right sorts of 
behaviour'’ fell from 33 per 
cent to 28 per cent. 

The section on ' 4 contentious 
advertising " discloses that 
more Melbourne than Sydney 
people consider Jzxative adver¬ 
tisements in poor taste, and 21 
per cent of Melbourne people 
and only 10 per cent of Sydney' 
viewers find advertisements for 
men’s underwear offensive. 

To both starev .many people 
found advertisements tar 
women's underwear offensive. 
Overall, the main categories of 
objection were sex. 30 per cent; 
advertising. 29 per cent: and 
violence. 28 per cent.

Philadelphia, Nov 29- 

Because of a mix-up over his 
discharge ‘ papers, a self- 
employed electrical contractor 
from Clay gate, Surrey, has been 
sentenced to nine months* hard 
labour for walking away from 
his'United States Navy, train¬ 
ing post - during the Vietnam 
war. Ronald Mounsey. aged 
29, will continue to be held, 
in the jail of the United 
States naval base here where he 
has been held since August. 

Mr Mouosey was stunned by 
the sentence, tbe stiffest that 
the military judge could have 
imposed under a plea bargain, 
agreement.- He bad pleaded 
guilty to taking an unauthor-, 
ized absence from a Navy 
radio school since 1970 in 
order to avoid desertion 
charges. 

He is a dual national, born 
in St Louis, Missouri, to Bri¬ 
tish parents. “ My case has 
been treated with a blindfold”, 
he complained. 


Mr Mounsey thought be had 
been dishonourably discharged 
until United States Customs 
agents at Kennedy airport, 
New York, arrested him on 
August 25. He and hi* British 
companion, Jacqueline Pres¬ 
cott, aged 28, bad planned a 
holiday in New York City, 

Navy officials agree rbar Mr 
Mounsey would have been 
dishonourably discharged last 
year if a receipt from a certi¬ 
fied letter announcing the 
Navy’s intention had been 
returned to the Pentagon from 
England. The discharge would 
have taken effect on return of 
the receipt. Since it was not 
returned, be remained tech¬ 
nically in the Navy. 

Mr Mounsey, who was seat 
to England when he was 14, 
said he enlisted in tbe United 
States Navy in London because 
"a lot of people were running 
away from America and I felt 
I should stand up for the 
ideals of the home of my 
birth”.

The last of the Libyan rroop«: 
captured by Tanzanian forces 
while fighting with ldi Amin's 
array in Uganda earlier this year 
have been freed by Tanzania. 
The 47 Libyans were flown from 
Dar es Salaam last night in 
a special Algerian aircraft 
destined for Tripoli. 

They had been held prisoner 
in Tanzania since April . when 
they were captured in the final 
stages or the Tanzanian attack 
which drove the Amin regime 
from Kampala. 

President Nyerere of Tan¬ 
zania earlier denied suggestions 
his country was demanding a 
cash ransom from Libva before 
returning the prisoners. Details 
of rhe repatriation arrange¬ 
ments have not been revealed, 
bur Algeria has been negotiat¬ 
ing between the two govern¬ 
ments to secure the men's re¬ 
lease. 

An estimated 2,000 Libyans 
were airlifted to Uganda in 
March and April to support the 
Amin forces. They suffered 
heavy casualties in the fighting, 
and ' 36 were taken prisoner 
while rhe remainder were flown 
home to Libya. 

The return of the last 
Libyan prisoners — the others 
were freed in June—coincides 
with moves to improve relations 
between Libya and The civilian 
government ill Uganda. 

A delegation headed by Mr 
Paulo Miiwanga. the Ugandan 
Interior Minister, flew to Libya 
this week with a message for 
Colonel Gaddafi, aimed at nor¬ 
malizing. relations. Libya has 
already reopened its embassy 
in Kampala. 

Uganda has no real hope rh.u

Peking will have its first 
wine and food society when Mr 
AJain Maurice Mayombo, the 
Gabonese Ambassador, estab¬ 
lishes a local branch of the 
ancient Chaine des Rotissaurs 
in ' the People’s Republic in 
January. 

' Mr Mayombo, passing through 
Hongkong, was elected a mem¬ 
ber of the ancient society at a 
dinner in a leading hotel iast 
week, and accepted a request 
to form a first chapter in 
Peking. 

This will be the ninetieth 
branch of La Chaine in the 
world, and Mr Mayombo 
expects that not only foreign- 
devil ambassadors and business 
residents but also Communist 
Party leaders and Chinese 
hoteliers will become members. 

More than 100 members of 
the Hongkong branch of La 
Chaine des Rousseurs, including 
Sir. Denys Roberts, the Chief 
Justice and former acting Gov¬ 
ernor. attended the function, 
which was presided over by M 
jean Vaiby, sole survivor of the 
original five “ resurrectors ” of 
La Chaine. At 77, M Vaiby stiU 
travels around the world to 
strengthen and expand the 
hallowed gourmet organization. 

La Chaine was founded in 
1248 by the King of France 
'• to provide a happy forum for 
lovers of wine and good food ”, 
but it disappeared—hke many 
royal heads—in 37S9. It was 
“resurrected” in 1975 and now 
has 50,000 members in many 
countries. 

The Hongkong dinner obvi¬ 
ously impressed and delighted 
M Vaiby.'

Floods disrupt 
west Sumatra

As a new British -film that 
reveals, a talented' sew British 
director, Chris Petit’s Radio 
On is a cause for cheerine. Its 
financing represents a happy 
marriage between the British 
Film Institute t Production 
Board, the National . Film 
Finance Corporation and Ger¬ 
man television. It is. concerned 
with a contemporary., and 
authentically native scene. It 
makes no concessions to com¬ 
mercial conventions. It 
operates within a consciousness 
of its limited budget, and with 
a dear awareness of its own 
audience: the younger genera¬ 
tion which will respond to the 
music of David Bowie* Sting, 
Ian Dury, the Rumour, Wreck¬ 
less Eric and Kraftwerk. 

The music is the essential 
background and commentary, 
but always introduced as a nat¬ 
ural part of the action—from 
factory loud speakers, juke 
boxes, cassette players and the 
radio. (Hence, quite simply, 
the title of the fihn.) The - his¬ 
torical siting .of the film is 
odd: as the fitst British “road 
film " it is abo maybe the last 
vestige of the Seventies “road 
filmy ” that originated most 
significantly with Easy Rider 
in the United States,'and with 
the films of Wim Wenders in 
Germany. (Wenders is the co- 
producer and dominant in¬ 
fluence on Radio On). 

The nature of the M road 
filin'’ was to look at life from 
the most characteristic vantage 
point of our times, the automo¬ 
bile speeding dong the motor¬ 
way. The typical hero makes a 
journey, engrossed in some 
quest which is usually vAgue 
and rarely fulfilled. The 
ultimate purpose is to use the 
journey, the highway, the line 

between two points, as a kind 

of probe thrust through a land 

and a society, to seek traces of 

the morale and the malaises oE 
tiie historic moment. 

Petit’s hero (David Beemes), 
then, takes die Wesnvay from 
London to Bristol, to find out 
why his brother has died sud¬ 
denly there. He finds clues and 
traces, but never really learns 
anything, or cares. On the way 
he meets a Scottish deserter 
from the British Azmy in Ire¬ 
land ; a garage hand (the sing¬ 
er Sting) obsessed by the 
death, of Eddie -Cochrane in a 
crash in 1960; an infant -pimp 
and pusher who bangs about a 
coffee scafi near Bristol 
station; his- brother's resentful 


mistress; a couple of German 
girl hitchhikers... . 

There is a somewhat dry and 
theoretical quality about the 
enterprise, as- -if - Petit rather 
consciously set 'out to make an- 
archetypical, English-transla- 
non road movie. Less con¬ 
sciously no doubt he has been 

heavily mffuenced jn -style and 

mood by Wenders. (Is it byr 
chance that one of the German, 
girls could -.easily he. ti*« 
mother of the mislaid ■ 'child 
Alice in Wenders’s Alice in’ 
the Cities?). Thai much, 
admitted, though,- it is a film 
of personality, skill and fiasr- 
The monochrome images are 
always .OTresting; Westway is 
Transformed into an eerie 
futuristic landscape; and the 
sembreness of the "vision - arid ■ 
die quest are _ lightened by 
touches of a quirky humour. 


■ Sbyam Senegal is the most 
prominent and the most proli¬ 
fic of the gifted new genera tion 
of Indian film-makers. His 
special' role in the recent de¬ 
velopment of Indian film has 
been his determination to eHm-. 
mate the traditional gulf be¬ 
tween "art? cinema , and 
movies.tiaac. are accessible to a 
large popular audience. He 
achieved this triumphantly 
with his first feature Him 
Arthur (The ‘Seedling), and 
subsequent films have aH 
combined a . serious, inquisi¬ 
tive approach to. real issues of 
contemporary -Indian life' with 
technical dash and a mastery 
of narrative and drama. (Sene¬ 
gal’s most notable effort to in¬ 
volve the audience in die busi¬ 
ness of making films- was to 
finance The Churning,- seen-at. 
the London Film Festival three 

years ago, from investments by 

100,000 farmers of Gujarat 
scare. Their profits are still 
regularly delivered with -the 
cooperative milk collectionsO- 
■ln Junoon (the title means 
approximately “ obsession ”, or - 
“ infatuation ”) BeuegaL takes a 
step nearer to the commercial 
tradition, with a period epic of 
love and war. It was -produced 
bv, end stars,-Shashi Kapoor, 
who is one of India’s most popu-. 
lar film idols and at the same 
time an artist of sensitivity 
and intelligence, deeply sympa¬ 
thetic to Bene gal’s own aims. 


The story-— based, appar¬ 
ently,.- on real events and 
real people—4s set in'1857 land- 
the period of- the Indian- 
Mutiny, shortly . after the 
ominous incidents which are 
the background' to" Satyajit 
Bav’s The Chess Players.- The' 
sepoys of the - East India 
Company's army revolt and 
massacre the British cont¬ 
ingent of a small cantonment;

This-will have-th^^advaBtage ot 
dealing not only with supple¬ 
mentary benefits but with natio¬ 
nal insurance, child benefit and 
the family income supplement 
schemes as well' That is a logical 
development because all these 
schemes, interrelate with 7 each 
other in their social effects. For 
.any body to be giving official 
advice about only one of them is 
therefore liable to have distort¬ 
ing effects — all the more so, 
indeed, if the advice is cogent 
and influential. But there is also 
an advantage in an advisory body 
being closely in touch with the 
detailed ^ operation of . tbe 
schemes in question. One of the 
reasons why the Commission’s 
advice has been so valuable is 
that it has had the. practical 


task of running the supplemen¬ 
tary benefit scheme. It has not 
only laid down the regulations, 
but supervised the activities of 
the local officials. 

Should it have been kept in 
being to perform this super¬ 
visory function, which would 
have meant that it would also 
be available to continue to offer 
advice 2 That depends partly on 
how much detailed - discretion, 
will remain to local officials 
under the new dispensation. 
This will not be known until the 
regulations are published. Until 
then it is possible to give only 
an interim judgment. In prin¬ 
ciple it is desirable to make as 
many-payments as possible a 
matter of [entitlement rather 
than discretion':--claimants then 
know where they are and there 
is less danger of unjust varia¬ 
tions in the way that discretion 
is Exercised between one region 
and another, or indeed between 
offices in tbe same region. But 
unless more money is available 
—which under present circum¬ 
stances it is quite reasonably 
not—it is hard to limit discre¬ 
tion without removing the ability 
to respond to individual needs 
which are met under existing 
arrangements. Only when the 
regulations are Dublic will it be 
clear whether the new pattern, 
which in principle has much to 
be said for it, will provide a 
fairer and more sensitive means 
of relieving distress. .

Sir, You reported In yrur issue of 
November 23, under the heading 
“High sheriffs in search of a new 
role in life a speech by Captain 
Jeremy Elwes, Chairman of the 
Shrievalty Association. I was not 
present at the luncheon and he may 
well have made the point I wish 
to make now. 

Many, perhaps the majority of 
high sheriffs, exercise their own 
initiative in seeking means hy 
which they can serve the com¬ 
munity. Tneir own particular in¬ 
terests and skills often point the 
way, and for example, charities 
have greatly benefited _ from 
lhfeir efforts. Consultation with the 
lord lieutenant, whn« tenure of 
office is nor limited to a single 
year, and. with the county councils 
may produce worthwhile projects. 
But it does depend on the high 
sheriffs’ initiatives and on _ their 
willingness to find time- Ir is not 
' enough ^to busy themselves improv- 


ary and the engineering disputes 
this autumn hare cost tens of mil¬ 
lions of pounds and have hit market 
share, productivity and cash flow. 
The only serious* internal dispute 
was the Robinson-led wildcat strike 
at Longbridse in January- which was 
unconstitutional. unofficial, and 
highly damaging. This was recog¬ 
nized by his own union—the AUEW 
who censured the strike io the 
March edition of their journal. 

Because this caused a disciplinary 
warning his actions at rhat time will 
be fully exposed in the forthcoming 
inquiry by his union. Without ibe 
Longbridge strike, disputes were 
down by no Jess that 72 per cent, 
which does not support the conten¬ 
tion that we hare been unable to 
“ win the unions and men over 

The fact that the workforce are 
sick and tired of mindless disputes 
is evideuced by the result of the 
ballot and by the flood of letters 
and telegrams from employees who 
have welcomed the dismissal Fur¬ 
thermore, tbe product and facilities 
content of the 1980 plan has been 
welcomed bv the unions as “ the 
best the company has ever had **, 
and it is on ibis basis rhat we move 
forward into 1980 confident that we 
have the support of rbe workforce.

Sir. In your editorial on the govern¬ 
ment of Northern Ireland (Novem¬ 
ber 21 1 you say char direct rule is 
“ defective in ‘ its representative 
character, possessing only a set of 
district councils with petty powers 
and 12 MBs (soon to be 17) in a 
House of 6 35". The precise defect 
in this regard is that an upper tier 
of local sovernment is missing. 

Had the Stormont Parliament 
been abolished at anv time up to 
J970 radier than in 1972, Northern 
Ireland would have retained a 
functional system of local govern¬ 
ment through the county and 
district councils which were then 
in existence. And. since West¬ 
minster would have been perfectly 
capable of exercising on a perman¬ 
ent basis the ** central government ” 
functions exercised by Stormont 
prior to its abolition, in all probabil¬ 
ity the futile quest to restore 
pis-iismentarv institutions to Nor¬ 
thern Ireland would have been long 
since abandoned. Fortunately or 
unfortunately, at the time when 
tbs Srormont Parliament was abol¬ 
ished in 1972. it was in the process 
of becoming an unper tier of local 
government (in addition to being a 
Parliament) as a consequence of the 
Mr.crory reforms of local govern¬ 
ment. It is this historical accident 
which makes direct rule ** defective 
in iti representative character ’’. for, 
while Westminster can handle 
” central government ” functions for 
Northern Ireland as it does for the 
rest of the United Kingdom. it. is 
manifestly incapable of handling 
“ local 'government ” functions 
whicl. for the rest of the United 
Kiasdom are tbe responsibility of 
local authorities. 

The establishment of an upper 
tier of local government (which was 
promised in the Conservative elec¬ 
tion manifesto) is one of the options 
set ouc in the Government’s 
working paper. However. tbe 
working paper goes out of its 
wav to emphasize the administrative 
difficulty involved. Furthermore in 
Paragraph 28 it is said that this 
option 41 would not be compatible 
with anv further transfer of powers 
rn a now devolved government in 
Northern Ireland " because “ there 
would be an insufficient range of 
functions for the devolved govern¬ 
ment to exercise ". That is a remark¬ 
able statement: this “insufficient 
range of functions'* is, apart from 


recover tax paid on any of their 
expenses: the loss in total VAT 
receipts would he comparatively 
small aod the administrative effort 
negligible.

its abolition. That goes a long way 
to admitting that a devolved Parlia¬ 
ment exercising “central govern¬ 
ment ” functions is unnecessary and 
that an upper tier of local govern¬ 
ment is all tfaar is required. As I 
said before, had Stormont been 
abolished prior to 1970 leaving a 
functional system of local govern¬ 
ment in Northern Ireland, in all 
probability the futile quest to 
restore a devolved Parliament would 
have been long since abandoned. 

If the conference proposed by 
Humphrey' Allans takes place it can 
he' assumed that it trill be yet 
another exercise in futility: if it 
has not already foundered on the 
“ Irish dimension " it will eventually 
founder on “ power sharing as of 
right”. It is remarkable that after 
the hisrory of parliamentary devolu¬ 
tion in Northern Ireland and of the 
numerous fruitless attempts to 
reconstitute it the obvious conclu¬ 
sion has not yet been drawn, 
namely, that with its traditional 
political division Northern Ireland 
is inherently unsuitable for parlia¬ 
mentary devolution, which can only 
provide an unnecessary cockpit for 
political acrimony of the traditional 
kind and exacerbate the traditional 
division. 

Northern Ireland > should be 
integrated into the United Kingdom 
as far as possible. Institutionally ail 
char is necessary is an upper tier 
of local government (such a 
reform which retains the essential 
character of direct rule, namely, 
rhat Westminster remains in direct 
control over Northern Ireland, 
would nor decrease the acceptability 
• of.direct rule). But what is neces¬ 
sary above all things is that the 
Labour and Conservative parties 
organize in the province so that tbe 
traditional political division can be 
replaced by the politics which 
prevail in Great Britain.

Sir, The Government’s policy on 
university finances is likely to lead 
to irreparable damage to many 
universities. It is most unlikely 
that they will be able to attract as 
maar overseas students as hitherto 
at the new fees, ranging from 
£2000 to £5.000 a year. Yet if a 
university is to offset the planned 
reduction of University Grants Com¬ 
mittee funds, it wiM have to attract 
many more, in order to cover the 
difference between those fees and 
what the Government regards as 
the " full cost ” of an overseas 
student, by which amount the 
grants are io be reduced. What is 
more, it cannot make up the loss of 
income, even if it were able to 
attract more home students: its 
UGC grant will not be raised if 
more home students are admitted. 

Consequently, certain university 
institutions could go into the red to 
the extent of 10 or even 20 per 
cent of their expenditure. Even 
with the most strfngenr economies, 
that is a recipe for disaster. 

We professors at the London 
School of Economics, bold many 
differing political views. But we 
all accept that universities must 
inevitably take their fair share of 
public expenditure cuts which are 
imposed- Nevertheless, we unanim- 
ousW ask the Government to 
modify the application of its policy, 
wiib hs arbitrary effects on dif¬ 
ferent universities, in order to 
ensure the survival of our university 
system. Otherwise, many univer¬ 
sities could cease to be international' 
centres of excellence, and more¬ 
over their ability to provide educa¬ 
tion of proper standards for home 
students in Britain would be 
impaired. 

We implore the Government to 
think again.

What will communications be like 
early in ths twenty-first century ? 
In a lecture to the Institution of 
Electrical Engineers Mr -C. P. 
Sandbank, of tnc BBC research 
department, speculated recently 
on how current trends, not,just in 
technology but also in environ- 
mectisl cocrtraint'. mitftt affect 
th? commur:cc-oc; wo rid. 

The environmental constraints 
come in many forms. - The mosi 
obvious is that the radio soectrum, 
like other natural resources, is 
limited. So some of the things 
lhjt will become technically pos¬ 
sible in tiie near future may have 
to be legislated against. 

For instance, a miniaturized 
camera, transmitter, receiver and 
display unit might soon be mass- 
produced as an interactive tele¬ 
vision terminal. rather on the lines 
of a visual vvalkic-tallde. But in¬ 
discriminate use would rapidly use 
up available frequencies. 

One solution would be much 
Ercater cooperation between re¬ 
ceiver and transmitter in reduc¬ 
ing the effect of unwanted signals. 
Already transmitters and receivers 
are sometimes directional when 
their positions are known to eacn 
other. Bat other techniques are 
as yet barely explored. 

For example, radio signals could 
carry within them codes that 
I would tell “ iotclligect ” receivers 
; whether the irlormaDon is relc- 
i tani to them : and receivers could 
| bun: through a broad range ot 
frequencies to find the relevant 
transmitter. Those methods allow 
much tighter packing of trans¬ 


mitters into aa area, particularly • 
when transmitters are used onljr 
lnrcrntittentiy. 

The demand .for new communi¬ 
cations, however, .will eventually 
not be satisfied , by the spectrum 
<;f radio -waves. -Metallic cables- 
have severe. Physical -tirnitaubiu;, 
not least in tbeir “ bandwidth ”,. 
or ability to carry a-large^amoont. 
of Information- ' 

It is becoming increasingly 
clear that optical.fibres win have 
to be used; but there is still some 
question of the timetable for that. 
Optical' fibres, carrying' informa- 
rhw coded in pulses of light, are 
already used for some telephone 
calls, and could easily carry tele¬ 
vision programme#;. 

But the capital investment in 
developing a fibre communications . 
network at least as extensive as 
tbe present telephone network 
would be very large. What could 
bring pressure to bear for a more 
rapid installation of such a net¬ 
work might be • environmental 
constraints such as the cost • of 
fuel and paper. ■ 

. At present ranch travel, is under¬ 
taken for communications pur¬ 
poses. Secretaries go to wo#f ’i 
type letters, people meet to dis¬ 
cuss ideas, postmen deliver it. .. 
meter readers visit houses to 
record' gas and electricity con¬ 
sumption, acd so on in .great 
diversity. 

If a wideband conummicationff 
netvrsrk existed much of that 
travel could be avoided and much 
paper usage rendered unnecessary. 
So there arc strong reasons why. 
an optical fibre entering anv 
building would not Just feed a I 


-television set or a Telephone, bat 
could probably-also be linked:to. 
*- keyboard'- ro iaxioas - meters 
artxpvd. itbe nouse, to a recording 
deitk, to a printer, and uo dpuhl 
to many'-bther devices. 

-Sdndhank ^suggests tfiat - if 
that new oenyork- becomes a facti 
some.'serido?' questions.will ; have 
fd be asked'-about'--the"devices 
that are' booked on to' It. Today’s 
telephone . earpiece mnd- micro- 
shone .are very similar to those 
used in tiie late nineteenth ccn- 
mry. And tbe televtaon' tnbe and 
landsneaker differ little in essen¬ 
tials from those developed in' the 
1930s. 

He believes that sound recep¬ 
tion Tty stereo and quadraphonic 
hi-fi is - dose to- saturating the 
capabilities of the human ear. But 
the present television image far 
from saturates the capabilities .of 
the eye. No display technology 
can yet do jnstice to the large 
high-definition images that a: com¬ 
munications network could de¬ 
liver. " 

. A long-term objective. in --the' 
twenty-first century. . might, be 
holographic display on a large 
screen.' The screen would con¬ 
sist jof an array of .'fibre"bundles, 
each boodle projecting slightly 
different views of the same image. 
Such a.system, Mr Sandbank sug¬ 
gests, far 1 beyond twentieth cen¬ 
tury technology, may be no more 
of a tour-de-force in die twenty- 
first century than microelectronics 
or satellites are in this century.

Sir John Hewitt, KCVO, CBE, 
.who died on November -19 at 
tbe age of 69, was. a self-effac¬ 
ing man, who yet‘,exercised 
widespread influence -rjon con¬ 
temporary society by his advice 
d uring tz - years. (1961-73) as. 
Appointments Secretary to a 
series of. Prime Ministers. . 

He entered. tbe Stock Ex¬ 
change in 1928. and afways ack¬ 
nowledged his debt to tbe City. 
In-1941 he joined the civil ser¬ 
vice and held wartime positions 
of industrial responsibility fin 
the Midlands. 

Then; In J961.be, came to a 
post far which .he was perfectly 
cast. It became his duty to, con¬ 
sult widely and make himself 
well informed ‘abo.ijt people 
.suitable for > Crown 'appoint¬ 
ments. Although most often 
identified with ecclesiastical 
posts—those of Bishops, Deans 
and incumbents of livings in the 
gift of . the Crown and plater of 
the. Lord.Chaocellor-rhe was 
also consulted on the choice of 
Lords Lieutenant. Regius- Pro¬ 
fessors. and the .Poet .Laureate, 
among others.. On at least one 
occasion, he 'avoided ,-a. major 
embarrassment . not simply by 
bqiqg well -informed- but- hy be¬ 
ing approachable. He welcomed 


suggestions ‘ and advice. His 
effectiveness depended very 
much on confidential informa¬ 
tion and Jus transparent in¬ 
tegrity and' devotion to tbe 
national interest encouraged 
people to trust ixim.- 

Son of a parson, educated at 
Sr Lawrence, Ramsgate, he un- 
• derstood the internal life of die 
Church of England and respec¬

' He felt deeply about social 
issues, not in terms of abstrac¬ 
tions. btit of hotnan lives.

' Hewitt was regarded with

Dr Wilhelm Furtwangler, tbe 
eminent.German conductor whose 
career. w» gravely disturbed by 
Nazi politics, died in a sanatorium 
near Badet^Baden in Bavaria, yes¬ 
terday at the age of 68. .' He had 
been HI with pneumonia for some, 
days. Tbe-son of Professor Adolf. 
JFurtvrdngler, of Berlin, the dis¬ 
tinguished archaeologist, -Wilhelm 
Furtwangler was born in Berlin on 
January 25, 18ft; and. had' the 
advantage of -growing - up among, 
people of artistic mind trained to. 
scientific study. His musical.pro¬ 
clivities appeared early, and there 
were those among his" father’s 
wide circle of friends who prophe¬ 
sied bis' success in tbe art from

Although - the- first plane 
crashed into the sea soon after 
the . launching, ibe second .

The days of mass arrests and 
torture _ seem to be over, the 
economic s tatistics . are much 
unproved and the regime 
would clearly like to be 
accepted, internationally as res¬ 
pectable, after years as a 
pariah. 

' But the apparatus of repres¬ 
sion remains largely in place, 
as does President Pinochet 
himself, the man who bears 
the main responsibility for the 
excesses of the last few years. 

In fact, It appears that inso¬ 
far as he is allowing any relax¬ 
ation it is because he has suc¬ 
ceeded in strengthening his 
own position and feels that -he 
can afford to ease up a little. 

He certainly has no intention 
of .giving up power in the near 
future, partly because he 
enjoys it, and partly because 
he runs the risk of being 
called to account by any suc¬ 
cessor regime. 

So although there is calk of 
a new constitution, political 
parries - remain banned and 
President Pinochet's advisers 
m ake it clear that it will be 


before there is any.return to 
democracy. 

When I met five or six 
Christian Democrats in a pri¬ 
vate house in Santiago recently 
they told me that the meeting 
was illegal and that we could 
all be hauled off to jail if the 
authorities decided to swoop.

Indian attitudes anger Asean 


Delhi seen as Trojan 
Horse of region 


Relations between India and 
the Association of South-East 
Asian Nations (Asean) became 
further strained last week when 
Delhi abstained from an Asean- 
sponsored call in the United 
Nations General Assembly for 
the withdrawal of all foreign 
troops from Kampuchea and for 
an international conference on 
that embattled land. 

The Asean countries—Thai¬ 
land, Malaysia, Singapore, Indo¬ 
nesia and die Philippines—led 
the move to condemn the Viet¬ 
namese invasion of Kampuchea 
in January this year, which led 
to the overthrow of the Pol 
Pot administration and the set¬ 
ting up of Mr Heng Satnrin in 
Phnom. Penh. 

India, on the other hand, has 
been'.lobbying within Asean to 
reverse that position, without 
success. And one casualty of 
that attempt is die delay in 
establishing a dialogue with 
Asean along the lines the re¬ 
gional grouping has with the 
European Economic Commu¬ 
nity, Japan, Australia, and New 
Zealand. 

The Asean nations have des¬ 
cribed India bitteriy as “the 
stalking horse for the ’Viet¬ 
namese 1 * and say that all of 
India’s actions this year have 
been to get Asean to withdraw 
its strong opposition to Hanoi’s 
military invasion of Kam¬ 
puchea. 

Asean diplomats also feel 
that the Indian position is 
coloured by its close ties with 
the Sofriet Union-r-with ^diich 
it has a treaty of friendship— 
and its desire to counter the 
growing influence of China in 
South-East Asia. 

But the coolness between 
India and Asean goes back a 
long way. Malaysia’s first 
prime minister aad founding 
father, Tunku Abdul R ahman , 
in an interview when he was 
Secretary-General of . the 
Islamic Secretariat, said India 
intended to treat South-East 
Asian nations as being within 
its spheres of influence. “It 
behaves like a big power here 
and this is resented**, .he said. 

Officials in Malaysia point to 
several instances when India 
did not come up with the 
expected quid pro quo. 
“Malaysia’s total support for 
India when it was invaded by 
China in 1961 did not bring us 
Indian support in our confron¬ 
tation with Indonesia in 1963”, 
said, one Foreign Ministry 
official. 

"Again, we supported India 
in its war with Pakistan in 1965 
simply because of the latter’s 
support for Indonesia against 
us. But India seems to have 
forgotten this in its subsequent 
dealings with us.” 

The Indian answer is that its 
support for Malaysia during 
confrontation, could only have 
aggravated the situation. since 
it was, as well as Indonesia, one 
of the leaders of the Non- 
Aligned Movement. , 

Indian officials say their role 
behind the scenes did go a long 
way Ixi bringing the conflict lo 
a settlement, which may not 
1 have been possible if it had 
-i openly supported Malaysia.

The differing positions were 
accepted in Asean capitals as a 
faa of life,'but what angered 
the leaders in the five nations 
was what one foreign minister 
called “ blatant arm-twisting ” 
by India to make Asean change 
its collective mind in favour 
of Mr Heng Samrin. 

India’s decision to send a 
special envoy, Mr Idinesh 
Singh, earlier this year to the 
Asean countries, Vietnam and 
Sri Lanka had to do with India’s 
desire to see Mr Heng Samrin 
seated in the non-aligned sum¬ 
mit. 

Close on his heels was a 
“private” visit by India’s for¬ 
mer Foreign Secretary, Mr 
T. N. Kaul, in the opposite 
direction—Sri Lanka, Vietnam 
and Asean countries, in the 
course of which Mr Kaul made 
remarks at a press conference 
in Singapore that Mr Pham Van 
Dong, the Vietnamese Prime 
Minister, wanted close ties with 
Asean. 

Indian officials deny there 
was a concerted attempt to get 
Asean to change its mind and 
there was no correlation be¬ 
tween the trips of Mr Kaiil and 
Mr Singh. 

But given that Mr Singh left 
Delhi on 2ns mission when a 
Vietnamese official, Mrs 
Nguyen Thi Binh, was there to 
plead for the recognition of Mr 
Heng Samrin, there is a feeling 
that both the trips were co¬ 
ordinated.

Indeed, Tunku Ahmad Rit- 
baudeen. the Malaysian Foreign 
Minister, said in a speech re¬ 
cently that Asean would have 
to reconsider India’s request 
for a dialogue because it wanted 
to be certain that India was 
serious about the move. 

The bitter comments of Mr 
B. C. Misbra, the Indian repre¬ 
sentative at the United Nations, 
after Asean incorporated into 
its resolution some of the 
points contained in the Indian 
one, has not herped. 

. And these doubts trill remain 
until India proves to the satis¬ 
faction of the Asean countries 
that its efforts on behalf of Mr 
Heng Samrin—whom it does 
not recognize, but probably 
will after the general elections 
in January—was done on its 
own initiative, and not at the 
request of either Hanoi or 
Moscow or both.

Brady leaves Arsenal 
at end of season 
to play on Continent

Liam Brady, the Arsenal and 
Republic of Ireland player, yester¬ 
day confirmed that he would be 
going abroad to play at the end of 
the season. The loss to his club 
and the Football League -will be 
considerable for he has an un¬ 
common talent. 

Many times this quiet, deter¬ 
mined young man had suggested 
that the challenge of' Continental 
football was tempting and now he 
bas officially notified Arsenal and 
a legion of admirers that this will 
be Ids last season ac Highbury. 
His contract ends next year. If 
Arsenal then sold him co another 
British dob they could expect bids 
to open at-about £2m but under 
new European regulations they 
will receive much less than that. 

Once Brady's contract bas ex¬ 
pired he will be free to negotiate 
with a foreign club, probably Ger¬ 
man. The European federation 
(.Uefal regulations now impose a 
maximum transfer fee of £575,000, 
which is a matter of concern for 
many British dubs with players 
approaching the ends of their 
contracts. 

The player himself has never 
believed that the British transfer 
fees should have risen much be- 
vond the Uefa imposed figure, but 
bis dub will be uneasy about fail¬ 
ing - to persuade him to stay. 
Brady, who could not be more 
unlike George Best in character 
but- is sometimes compared with 
him, said that his concern was 
to stop people accusing him of 
leaving Britain for money alone. 

Last right in a levelheaded 
statement, this 22 -ycar-oId who 
was first given a trial by Arsenal 
10 years ago acd joined them at 
15. said: “ As I play with dignity 
for a distinguished club I am not 
prepared to say anything to the 
detriment of the club, its marratc- 
nienc or my playing colleagues ”. 

He went on: '* To that extent 
some people maybe disappointed. 
My reasons for leaving Arsenal at 
the end of my contract are 
because 1 wish to play on the 
Continent, which I believe will 
Improve me as a footballer. Foot¬ 
ballers are being fired at from all 
quarters and are accused of being 
greedy and money grabbing. 

“ The football public should be 
aware of my position. Firstly I 


had not demanded any money 
from Arsenal for entering into a 
contract and secondly I have been 
content to play tins season under 
the terms of a contract which I 
entered into several years ago. 

“ I sincerely believe that if 
players have the same freedom as 
others to enter into contracts then 
they have am obligation, to bona nr 
them. That I wifi do ro the best 
of my ability. I hope as a result 
of this statement that the tongues 
that have been wagging will be 
stilled and that I vriu be able to 
concentrate on my game to the 

benefit of the team ", 

Although there is a growing 
fear that foreign clubs will take 
advantage of the Uefa regulations 
to hay British players at fees far 
below the domestic going rate, 
Brady’s - decision may not have 
been the result of any particular 
persuasion from abroad. Jn foot¬ 
ball terms he bas matured early, 
having made more than 200 
appearances for Arsenal and 20 
for the Republic of Ireland, ft 
seems that the Coxuinent appeals 
to him because it offers fresh 
challengers, and indeed he is 
■probably right to believe that he 
wJU return a better player. 

Brady has said that he may stay 
abroad for no more than two or 
three years. and then hope that 
Arsenal still want him. There is 
a familiar ring about the 
philosophy of the Dubliner who 
started playing - football at St 
Kevins boys club. 

Arsenal's chairman, Denis Bin- 
Wood *said, ‘‘He has probably 
been pestered by a lot of people 
and he wanted to make his posi¬ 
tion clear. We obviously want to 
keep him if possible, reading his 
statement one might think be has 
not been offered a better deal for 
three years, which is not the case. 
We have made him some pretty 
good offers—he had the same 
offers as Stapleton and O'Leary 
had and they are not much worse 
players than Brady, whatever he 
may think ”. 

Hamburg are known to be 
interested in ensuring that they 
have a replacement for Keegan 
should he decide not to re-sign a 
contract. Brady is one of the 
players they have studied. Bayern 
Munich hare also shown interest 
and last weekend Gyula Pasztor. 
who arranged the transfers of 
Keegan and Watson to Germany, 
was at Highbury.

Surgeons fail 
to save life 
of Classens 

New York, Nov 28—The Puerto 
Rican middleweight boxer, Willie 
Classen, In a coma for six days 
after being knocked out at Madi¬ 
son Square Garden last Friday, 
died fn hospital tonight without 
regaining consciousness. Classen, 
29. underwent a two and a half 
hour, operation to. relieve tbe 
effects of brain damage suffered 
during a tenth-round knockout in 
a bout with hard-hitting Wllford 
Scypion of Beaumont, Texas. 

Classen was examined by a New 
York State Athletic Commission 
doctor in-his corner after taking 
a number of blows to the bead 
late in the ninth round and was 
allowed to carry on boxing. 

Classen took a step or two to 
ltis left, leaned on the ropes with¬ 
out lifting bis arms, and Scypion 
Mt him -with a left and two 
rights: Classen went down, un¬ 
conscious. 

. In his last bout, on October 9, 
Classen was stopped in the second 
round by Tony Sib sou in London. 
As a result of the knockout, Clas¬ 
sen was automatically suspended 
for 30. days under The New York 
State Athletic Commission rules. 
The commission doctors said 
Classen underwent a neurological 
examination two weeks ago, was 
examined again the day before tbe 
bout and pronounced fit. 

Tbe Athletic commission held a 
preliminary investigation into tbe 
contest on Saturday. Tbe chair¬ 
man. Jack FrendevUle, released a 
statement saying be was satisfied 
with tire handling of the incident 
by his staff and closed tbe in¬ 
quiry. The inquiry was re-opened 
on Tuesday on the orders' of New 
York State Governor Hugh Carey.

The Chrysler Corporation’s 
survival prospects became 
bleaker today. The banking 
committee of the Senate bluntly 
rejected the Carter Administra¬ 
tion’s Chrysler rescue plan and 
proposed a.much tougher plan, 
one that may prove to be un¬ 
workable.- 

Tbe committee voted 10 to 
five to JaM rhe • plan that 
envisaged granting 51,500m 
(about £750m) of Federal loan 
guarantees to Chrysler so long 
as the company obtained 
S1.500m of additional: loads 
from the private sector. 

Today die committee insisted 
that Chrysler employees accept 
a temporary wage freeze, 
that Chrysler secure $2,800m 
(£3,235m) of private loans and 
that Federal government loan 
guarantees be limited to 
$1350ra. 

It is questionable whether 
Chrysler can obtain more than 
$1,500m from its bankers and 
even more unlikely that it will 
succeed in "renegotiating new' 
wage contracts. 

Difficult compromises also 
will have to be struck on 
Capitol HrH as the House bank¬ 
ing committee bas already 
voted in favour of the Adminis¬ 
tration’s plan. . _ . 

As Congress nears the point 
where key decisions have to be 
taken, it appears chat broad 
philosophical questions -are 
swiftly fading into the back-- 
ground. 

It seems as if most members 
of Congress consider Chrysler 
shnply too important and- too 
large (it is tbe nation’s tenth 
biggest manufacturer) to allow 
it to sink solely because free 
enterprise doctrine argues 
against government assistance 
to weak companies.. 

Much more important and 
more controversial is tbe 
question of whether Cioysler 
can ever become profitable. 
One -senator said .that- he 
believed “erring Chrysler cadi 
is simply pouring money down 
the drain ' 

In its presentations .to Con¬ 
gress the company has asserted 
that it can return to profit¬ 
ability within three years and 
reach a position where it can 
repay all loans. Chrysler has, in 
fact been suggesting that the 
cash flow problem that it has 


is .something its planning. will 
overcome by 1982. 

Chrysler lost 5721.5m in the 
first nine months of this year 
and'it expects to lose Sl,073m 
for all of 1979 and 5482m in 
1980. 

For the next five years 
Chrysler plans investments'of 
513,600m to produce a brand 
new " model range. The com¬ 
pany’s cash needs over tbe next 
three years—needs it says that 
can only be met. at-least in part, 
by the government—amount to 
a* minimum of 52,100m. 

All manner of profit projec-. 
Cions for Chrysler are being 
heard on Capitol Hill and quite 
a number of people believe it 
is too optimistic to suggest 
Chrysler will .be profitable with¬ 
in three yars, especially as the 
recession bites and leads to 
reduced United States car sales 
in tbe next two years. 

Data resources, for example, 
now sees new car sales of 9.8 
million for J980 and 10 million 
for 1981, compared to some 
past years of well over 11 mil¬ 
lion units. 

For.Congressmen the other 
key question revolves on the 
costs, of allowing Chrysler to go 
bankrupt. These fall into four 
prime categories: tbe effect on 
competition, in the American 
car. market, the budget and 
national economic effect, the 
regional economic effects and 
the balance of payments impli¬ 
cations. 

United States Treasury ex- 
• perts believe that foreign car- 
makers might be able to obtain 
250,000 additional car sales 
here in the next two years if 
Chrysler closes and that this 
would amount to a balance of 
payments deterioration of about 
51,000m. 

Chrysler’s unit sales are less 
than one half those of Ford and 
about one fifth of General 
Motors and there is concern 
among some Congressmen that 
General Motors and Ford 
already have too much market 
power and that the demise of 
Chrysler would increase mono¬ 
polistic dangers. 

Tremendous lobbying . is 
taking place on Capitol Hill, by 
Michigan state and Detroit city 
officials, who fear that if 
Chrysler doses it would mean 
an increase in Detroit unem¬ 
ployment of at least 80,000 or 
4 per cent of the total work 
force. 


Iran moves to free assets held in London 
with legal action against U S banks

Tbe Iranian central bank was 
last night understood to have 
.started legal action against sev¬ 
eral of the London branches of 
big. United Stares banks. 

Writs have been served to 
unblock assets held in London 
wttcb were frozen as a resulr ot 
President Carter’s move a fort¬ 
night ‘ ago to step up the 
pressure on Iran to release the 
Tehran hostages and ro prevent 
Iran withdrawing funds from 
American banks. 

International bankers have 
come to question increasingly 
the legality of the United States 
decision to extend the freeze 


on Iranian assets to the over¬ 
seas branches of its banks. 

Banking authorities in most 
European financial centres have 
made it clear that they regard 
tbe question as one foe rkte 
courts to decide and it now 
appears as though Bank Mar- 
kazi, tbe central bank, has set 
the ball rolling for a series of 
complicated legal actions. 

Much’ of Iran’s troables with 
international bankers have stem¬ 
med from tbe blocking of a 
half-yearly interest payment on 
a S500m (about £250m) loan 
organized by Chase Manhattan. 

Bank Markari has already 
argued that the payment was 
made in time and it was due to 
tbe Carter freeze tfcfet the 


money was not transferred ro 
London to meet the payment. 

Meanwhile, there have been 
reports from tbe United States 
that European and Japanese 
banks have been told that 
unless they toe the strong 
United States line over Iran, 
they cannot expect to be in¬ 
cluded in any share-out of 
frozen Iranian deposits. 

Chase Manhattan has also 
asked for a meeting with tbe 
other banks involved in the 
S500m loan to tbe Iran govern¬ 
ment tor a meeting to discuss 
what action they should take 
next. 

Following Morgan Guaranty's 
move on Tuesday to seize Iran’s 
25 per cent holding in Fried.

Mr Miller 
defends U S 
freeze

Mr. William Miller. United 
States Treasury Secretary, yes- 
reday defended the American 
government’s decision to freeze 
Iranian assets and said the 
Arab nations be bad beeo visit¬ 
ing were still convinced that 
the dollar remained a good 
asset. 

- Speaking at a press confer¬ 
ence in London, on his way 
back ro Washington after a trip 
to Saudi Arabia, the United 
Arab Emirates and Kuwait he 
also came dose ro endorsing 
Saudi criticisms of oil com¬ 
panies for malting excessive 
profits. 

Mr Miller conceded that 
leaders of the three countries, 
who are the major earners of 
Gpec surpluses, hod expressed 
some concern over tbe Am¬ 
erican decision to seize Iranian 
assets held In United States 
banks. But he said that after 
discussions, the Arab nations 
had understood that die deci¬ 
sion on Iran reflected the 
unique dream stances- 

Iran bad made it dear that 
a major factor in its decision 
to withdraw funds was a desire 
to destabilize die dollar which 
would have had damaging con¬ 
sequences for the world 
financial system. He stressed 
repeatedly the need to ensure 
the ‘‘accountability’* of Iran’s 
leaders for the impact of their 
actions. .. 

He said that Sir Geoffrey 
Howe, Chancellor ‘of the Ex¬ 
chequer, was one of those 
warned before the official an¬ 
nouncement that the freeze of 
Iranian assets was to take place. 
The United Kingdom was adapt¬ 
ing a proper attitude to the 
American action, he said, adding 
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Mr William Miller, United States Treasury Secretary, at yesterday’s press conference. 


that Sir Geoffrey understood 
the need to act. The United 
States did not forsee any con¬ 
flict with its partners in 
Europe, and any problems aver 
who had jurisdiction over 
American bank branches abroad 
would be resolved under inter¬ 
national law. 

Mr Miller added that Arab 
leaders had told him that in 
some ways the dollar was now 
a more desirable asset chat it 
had been. He did not specify 
the factors malting it more 
attractive. 

The Treasury Secretary com¬ 
pared the seizing of assets with 
chat taken in 1340 by the United 
States in blocking the bank 
accounts of Denmark and 
Norway after the German inva¬ 
sion. He also drew parallels 
with British action in 


Rhodesian funds, and with 
actions in 1956, which he did 
□ot cite in detail but which 
presumably referred to the Suez 
crisis. “ There should be inter¬ 
national support for this kind of 
action which discourages, and 
makes unprofitable, acts of 
terrorism,” he said. 

Turning ro broader questions 
of relations with oil-producing 
countries, Mr Miller said he 
had a fuller understanding of 
Saudi complaints that their 
moderation in setting prices bad 
led to huge profits for the oil 
companies rather than lower 
prices for the consumer. Saudi 
Arabia has been charging only 
S18 a barrel far its oil—far 
below the market price. In 
addition it has been producing 
mote oil this year to make up 
for the shortage caused by the 
disruption in Iran. 


Mr Miller said the Saudis 
believed that the oil companies 
bad been selling the cheaper 
crude in world markets and 
pocketing the profits for them¬ 
selves. They felt that this 
amounted to large windfall 
profits for the oil companies 
and they wanted action, per¬ 
haps in the form of some sort 
of windfall profits tax. 

He repeated previous assur¬ 
ances from oil-producing coun¬ 
tries on their willingness to 
maintain production at its 
current high level for part of 
next year. But he added that 
he was saying nothing new and 
gave a warning that Opec coun¬ 
tries would not be prepared 
to go on ind ef inerely producing 
faster than was in their inter¬ 
est just because the West failed 
to economize.

British Shipbuilders is ’ in 
danger of enceedirtg Govern- 
mem-set financial limits, end 
the loss-making, state corpora¬ 
tion has been forced co embark 
on a tough economy drive. 

Forecasts of expenditure in 
tbe present financial year havs 
revealed that the corpora trio n 
trill overspend unless it takes 
action tn set its cash require-. 
merits under control. 

In its first financial year 
(1977-78) BS losr_ ElCSni. Last 
year rbe Joss was £49.5in—£4.5m 
more than the limit set by the 
Government. Tbe loss limit has 
been set at £100m for the 
financial year to March 31 next 
after taking into account subsi¬ 
dies from the £65m interven¬ 
tion fund, which is designed to 
bridge tbe gap between United 
Kingdom shipbuilding costs and 
the low prices prevalent in tbs 
world market. 

On average the cost of build¬ 
ing a ship in Britain is about 
30 per cent more than the 
price secured by BS in the mar¬ 
ket. The subsidy is limited to 
23 per cent of contract price, 
and the difference has to be 
made up by greater effiriency- 

Thc Government has set a 
loss limit for 1980-81 of £90m 
before intervention fund subsi¬ 
dies. Also it has allocated a 
reduced sum of Z55m for sub¬ 
sidies. and the corporation fears 
that the European Commission 
may s?“k to impose further re¬ 
strictions beyond the end of 
next year. 

Mr Philip Hares, managing 
director of finance at BS, said 
yesterday : “ If we are _ to use 
our maximum £55m shipbuild¬ 
ing subsidy next year we shall 
by allowed to make a trading 
loss of only £35m, which is 
considerably less than the losses 
made in earlier years. This 
trill be very difficult to 
achieve.” 

Mr Hares gave a warning that 
if the corporation failed to 
live within the limits and to 
secure fresh orders further cuts 
in (he industry’s capacity would 
be necessary, with a loss of 
jobs. 

Already BS has switched 
about 7.0 00 workers from mer¬ 
chant shipbuilding to naval 
vards and offshore construction 
and has set a target of 45 
average ship orders over the 
next nvo years. 

Union leaders last month 
submined a claim to raise 
minimum earnings from CFO to 
£110 a week, coupled with 
shorter working hours and 
longer holidays. However, they 
are fully aware that the tight 
cash restraints will hamper ihe 
corporation in the talks which 
will be continued next month. 


Delay on Esso project 
would cost £lm week

Each week of delay in com¬ 
pleting Esso Chemical’s erby- 
lene cracker at Mossmorran, 
Fife, will add about £lm to the 
eventual cost, it was disclosed 
by company officials yesterday. 
Already planning delays have 
added £25m to tbe cost, which 
is' now put at £300m. 

An appeal against plan urns 
approval for the scheme has 
still to be - disposed of, but 
Esso Chemical las gone ahead 
and awarded a contract for the 
design of the 500,000 tonnes-a- 
year plant to Lumffius, the 
American engineering company. 

Lunrmus, chosen from a 
shortlist of four American and 
one West German companies, 5s 
now almost certain to act as 
manager for the construction of 
rhe plant. British groups, in¬ 
cluding possible contenders like 
CJB and-Matthew Hall would 
come into the reckoning only 
if Esso had a change of mind; 

Mr Jay Dalgetty, the Esso 
director in charge of the pro¬ 
ject, said the present phase of 
design—likely to cost between 
£Zm and £3m-~is expected to 
be completed during next year. 
Construction should start m. 
1981 and completion is expec¬ 
ted in 1984. ■

further expansion in Europe.

BNOC may sell to private outlets

Talks which could lead to the 
state-owned British National 
Oil Corporation selling petrol 
and oil products to indepen¬ 
dent United Kingdom retailers 
are under way with the Depart¬ 
ment of Energy. 

The outcome will depend on 
how BNOC is to be reorganized. 
After the Conservatives came 
to power the Secretary of State 
for Energy, Mr David Howeli, 
said the public were to be 
allowed to invest in the explora¬ 
tion side of BNOC, but that 
the trading arm,- which has 
rights to more than 50 per cent 
of all the oil produced in the 
North Sea, would remain wholly 
under state control. A state¬ 
ment on how the split is to be 
made is expected in the new 
year, but the fact that the talks 
are taking place _is likely to 
cause a storm within the oil 
industry. 


There are two plans. The 
first allows the exploration arm 
to remain a subsidiary of cbe 
trading company. If mis hap¬ 
pened, it is thought the explor¬ 
ation- subsidiary would have ro 
supply all of its oil for sale to 
the trading arm, as is done 
today. But if the exploration 
group was floated off as a com¬ 
pletely separate entity, it is 
thought it could then become' 
a fully integrated oil company 
with downstream activities. It 
would act like any other North 
Sea group and would need only 
Sea group and would need 
to sell only a statutory 51 per 
cent “ participation ” element 
of its production to the state- 
owned trading group, and it 
could refine and sell to petrol 
retail ers. 

There are considerable attrac¬ 
tions to a Conservative govern¬ 
ment in such a scheme. British 
In depend ents, who have to buy 


most of their supplies on the 
expensive “ spot ” markets, are 
particularly hurt by shortages. 
A guaranteed contract supply 
from BNOC would be a financial 
lifeline.

Japanese to penalize oil speculators 


Tokyo, Nov 29.—The Japanese 
trade ministry were said yester¬ 
day to be planning ro penalize 
domestic oil firms which buy 
oil on the spot market at prices 
above the Rotterdam market 
level by making them sell it at 
a loss. 

Several Japanese companies 
have recently bought spot oil at 
prices above the Rotterdam 
level of aboot $39 a barrel, tbe 
ministry said, without naming 
the companies involved. 

The ministry win make these 


companies sell the oil to dom¬ 
estic users at current Rotter¬ 
dam prices, which means they 
could lose about S3 or 54 a 
barreL . 

Government officials said tbe 
ministry had warned several 
domestic companies not to con¬ 
tract to buy spot oil at prices 
above tbe official Japanese 
guideline. 

The government said last 
week that Japanese companies 
should buy at prices slightly be¬ 
low the top spot market price.

Taxing the traditions of the Inland Revenue 


Like the mills of God, those 
of ‘ the Inland R-evenue grind 
slowly, though they grind ex¬ 
ceedingly small. It is the con¬ 
tention of Mr Haltnar Hudson, 
national taxation and research 
partner of Cky accountants 
Robson Rhodes, that what they 
are grinding wfrh is eU too often 
- figures carved in stone *. 

This is the title of Mr 
Hudson’s laiest investigation 
into the weight and moment or 
tiie figures contained _ in the 
taxe s acts and.still in force. Ir 
is a fascinating compendium of 
information, though useful only 
in that it casts a curious tight 
upon tbe murkier recesses ot 
the Revenue’s collective con¬ 
sciousness. 

What Mr Hudson has set out 
Cp do—fast tune for only the 
three principal taxes (income. 
Corporation, and. capital gains), 
but this time for all seven un¬ 


holy sisters” (the others are 
stamp duty, VAT, capital trans¬ 
fer and development land)—is 
to discover when last the figures 
to which all taxpayers Owe duty 
were- changed, and what would 
be their present valve 
Of tite 293 figures—for re- 
Kefs, exfiaqttkms, deductions, 
fines, rewards asd adjustments 
—with which taxpayers are 
Hkeiy to be affl i cted, 196 have 
never been dragged since their 
enactment. Of course, a very 
. large number hawe been en¬ 
acted only relatively recently, 
yke tiie present £25,000 Emit 
on mortgage interest relief, 
which came into force in 1974 
and is now worth haff of what 
it was then. 

But there are some much 
more elderly, not to say vener¬ 
able. anachronisns—like the 
£100 penalty for failure to 


notify a liability to rax, which 
came into force in 1842. Up¬ 
dated to allow for the foil in 
rbe value of the pound, thar 
frne would no wbe worth 
£1,847. They took their tax 
evaders seriously in those days. 

Then there is Mr Hudson’s 
own favourire, the Cl fee pay¬ 
able upon an income tax appeal 
from the Commissioners to the 
High Court. That fee first came 
into force in 18S0, as a measure 
designed to deter the vexatious 
litigant: one would have 
thought thar these days h is 
redundant. 

Mr Hudson, who is a founder 
member of the Institute for 
Fiscal Studies, is to circulate 
his paper Co members of tbe 
Government civil servants 
in the hope of inducing some 
sort of review, however piece¬ 
meal. He has not worked out 
the net advantage, to taxpayers 


or Revenue, from moves to 
bring the figures up to datee, 
but ire points our that those of 
us who are law-abiding would 
undoubtedly gain were there 
deterrent fines to he imposed 
on those of lower moral fibre. 

Whether anyone would wel¬ 
come an updating of the 
rewards to informers is another 
matter. As brought into force 
In 1890, the reward for inform¬ 
ing on an income tax dodger is 
all of £50, a tidy sum in those 
days. Updated, it would be 
worth £924. 

The Inland Revenue has 
powers enough to do -without 
thar. It could take for its theme 
another earring on stone : “ My 

name is Ozymaruhas, long of 
kings: look on my works, ye 
~T, end despair-”

Venezuela 
to cut 

crude output 
by 6 pc 

Venezuela yesterday became 
die latest member of the Org¬ 
anisation of Petroleum Export¬ 
ing Countries to announce a cut 
in its production next year. Its 
output of 2.35 million barrels a 
day wll be cut by 150,000 bar¬ 
rels, a reduction of 6 per cent. 
Mr Humberto Caderon Bern, 
the mines and energy minister 
said. 

The United Arab Emirates 
has said it intends to cut its 
production by around 5 per 
cent. Kuwait is intending to re¬ 
duce its production. Iran's in¬ 
tentions are unclear, but it also 
is thought to want to cut output. 

Saudi Arabia has yet to say 
whether it is prepared to keep 
up the extra one million barrels 
a day it has been providing to 
alleviate tbe potential world¬ 
wide shortage of supplies. 

Brazilian pact for Sir 

Consorzio Industriale SIR, 
the main operating company of 
the Sir Chemicals group, said 
in Milan that it and its engin¬ 
eering subsidiary Eureco-Jm- 
pianti have signed a five-year 
scientific and technical coopera¬ 
tion agreement with Brazil’s 
state-owned Petrobras Quhnica. 
Euteco will initially provide 
technological know-how for the 
construction of a 140,000 tonne 
ethylbenzole plant at Rio 
Grande do Sul. 

Fuel from creosote 


The British Steel Corporation 
faces losses of more than 
£300.000.000 for the current 
year. And by the end of its 
financial year will have lost 
since 1975 well over £l,OO0m. 

It is now about to embark 
on a further round of drastic 
cutbacks in capacity involving 
tbe loss of many thousands of 
jobs, coupled with a drive to lift 
productivity to international 
levels. 

This was made dear from 
yesterday's announcement of 
half-year loss figures of £145.6m 
end follows continuous discus¬ 
sions with the Government aud 
Whitehall. 

Although reluctant to admit 
the fact, the Corporation is now 
faced with tbe possibility of 
con^pletely revamping its 
operations in tbe light of the 
collapse in demand—which it 
knew would happen—but which 
it expected would be later 
rather tbaa sooner. 

BSC executives were reluc¬ 
tant to spell out how many 
jobs will have to go but trade 
union leaders will be left in no 
doubt that tbe figure will be 
high. 

The slump in demand comes 
at a time just when rbe Cor¬ 
poration is emerging from its 
huge development plan, and it 
lodes as though around two 
million tons of easting 
capacity will have to be Takea 
out, either through “ moth¬ 
balling” or permanent closure, 
if the BSC is to bring its 
capacity into Kne with demand. 

Corporation planning In July 
was based on a progressive fin¬ 
ancial improvement in the 
second half of this year, with a 
new plant coming on stream. 
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Sir Charles_ VllJiere, BSC chairman_(centre) at yesterday’s news conference. 
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old plant closures and a reces¬ 
sion during 1980-81. 

But the collapse has come 
much earlier. Orders for bar, 
billet and rod (which accounts 
for a third of all the corpora¬ 
tions’ business) are down to 
45,000 tonnes a week from over 
651,000 tonnes earlier in the 
year; srripmili products — 
accounting for a further third 
of tbe business—are down from 
60.000 tonnes a week to 47,000; 
and demand for plate is down 
by 10,000 tonnes a week from 
18,000 tonnes. 

BSC aadmics that it will not 
meet the financial break-even 
target of March next year. Sir 
Charles Villiers, chairman of' 
the corporation, stressed yester¬ 
day that the aim must still be to 
meet the target at a very early 
date. 

Apart from the pressures 


created by the collapse in 
demand, BSC is still bound by 

the Government’s financial 

plans. Next year its cash limit 

has been fixed at £450,000,000 
and the Government apparently 
is not prepared to modify its 

earlier decision chat it will not 
fuad accumulating losses 
beyond the end of tbe present 
financial year. 

Sir Keith Joseph, Secretary of 
State for Industry, has re¬ 
affirmed “ prompt remedial 
action ” should be taken m 
order that the cash limit is 
adhered to. 

The implication, therefore, is 
clear enough. The BSC board, 
according to Sir. Charlese, is 
united in the need to turn the 
business round. He said last 
night: “ We Have further ter¬ 
rible years ahead as we make 
these adjustments”. 


The reorganization of BSC is 
now well under way. Disposals 
of part of its chemicals business 
and its constructional steel¬ 
works subsidiary, Redpath Dor¬ 
man Long, are in hand.

Sir, On Wednesday November 
21 Lord Kings Norton intro¬ 
duced a short debate in the 
House of Lords under the 
title “Deterioration in the use 
of the English language ”. It 
was reported in The Times the 
following day and I received a 
copy of Hansard containing a. 
full transcript on November 23. 

It had been xny intention to 
take part in this debate, bul l 
was prevented due to causes 
beyond my control. This was 
probably fust as well, as there 
were nineteen speakers, some 
of whom naturally over ran-' 
their time. Tbe debate covered 
a wide range, with Peers, refer¬ 
ring to their own pet aversions 
and the expected brickbats 
being flung at the BBC and die 
introduction of American words 
and phrases into our. language, 

I was surprised, on reading 
Hansard, to find that, whereas' 
usually when I prepare a speech - 
I have to cross off point after 
point as earlier speakers make 
them, die main material I had 
decided to refer to was hardly 
mentioned and may justify a 
place in your correspondence 
columns. This is die necessity 
for using good, dear English- 
when , preparing sales literature 
and erection and maintenance - 
instructions for technical, pro¬ 
ducts particularly if they, are for 
export and may have to be 
translated into foreign langur 
ages. . 

It is difficult enough getting 
good translations, but impossi¬ 
ble if the original English is' 
sloppy and full of technical 
words and phrases known only 
within a narrow sector of die 


trade. Such literature must be 
written by someone-who knows 
the product intimately and, just 
as important, tbe- people to 
whom it will be addressed. - 

A top draughtsman- may be 
able to write good English and 
knows the product on the draw¬ 
ing -board, but nothing about 
the difficulties of installing. it 
in Newfoundland'in mid-winter. 
Similarly, a senior outside erec¬ 
tor knows the snags at rite, but 
little about writing clear 
English. 

1 . remember receiving a 
pathetic letter from a. first class 
erector struggling with & water 
turbine in a desolate part of 
Peru: " Will you please send by 
air mail a little man abont two 
inches high as without him I 
cannot see how I am to fit this 
patent new water seal on! the 
main shaft.” 

Coming to die more general 
issue, T .would offer the follow¬ 
ing guidelines: 

. 1 Always think while you 
write, -and try to put down what 
you have to say as clearly and 
accurately as you can. When 
you are checking through strike 
out anything that is urmeces- 
saro. - 

2 . Remember who your 
reader will he. This is the per¬ 
son to and for whom you are 
writing. 

3 Never use words or expres¬ 
sions because "to-you'they look ', 
fine. To your reader they may 
make nonsense.. 

4 Never use technical words 
your reader may not under¬ 
stand.

Sir, The idea rhat we need more, 
training because employers are 
experie ncin g skill shortages is a 
popular and over simple one 
(Miss Bampton, November 23). 

There is, as Samuel Brittan 
recently -pointed out, no such 
thing as a shortage; there is 
such a thing as a shortage at a 
particular pride. In other 
words, a skill shortage is almost 
synonymous with die price (in - 
this case of skilled labour) 
being too low, and it is very 
bard to know which synonym 
is nearer the truth. 

Secondly, even where there 
are plenty of skills in the dole 
queue, employers will find a 
shortage of the right skill at 
the right place and time. This' 
phenomenon is inevitable and 
more training is no' cure for it. 

Thirdly, the preposition that 
each, person in training is one 
less unemployed is false. The 


reason for this is complex but 
basically it ..is that, sending 
people off for training ..reduces 
labour supply while the train¬ 
ing lasts, thus . demand must 
also, be reduced. Even .if. this 
proposition is valid; it is still 
false to say training is a cure 
far unemployment; employment 
is the cure for unemployment. - ; 

There may even be too much 
training ; six month skill centre 
Courses cast about £4.000 each; 
yet half, the trainees six months 
after leaving their courses are 
either unemployed or doing jqjbs 
which do not use their skills. I 
-am not claiming there is defi¬ 
nitely too much or ; too little 
training; I am merely pointing 
out the complexity of me prob¬ 
lem.

BP'S briefing note on yesterday's third quar¬ 
ter figures poses the question: M What is 

- the true picture then ? ” And the market

After exchange controls: how do you 
gauge the money supply?

They, are : First, chat they 
sfadtda be sure that the mone¬ 
tary indicators they choose are' 
appropriate:' Secondly, they 
should be certain that they 
have, or at lease are going to 
have, the took necessary to 
enable them to carry their 
plans to Ihlffimexrc. 

For a start, then, they' 
should already have a fairly 
good idea of how the present 
system of monetary control 
can be improved upon, as im¬ 
proved upon it must be. They 
also need to be able to make 
some intelligent estimate of 
the implications for monetary 
control of the recent abolition 
of exchange controls. 

The potential complications 
created, by the ending of 
exchange controls can perhaps 
be exaggerated. But that is cer¬ 
tainly no justification for argu¬ 
ing that they can. be safely 
ignored. It was ironical, to say 
tine least, that within three 
weeks of the Chancellor's his¬ 
toric pronouncement the Gov¬ 
ernor of the Bank of England 
found himself quietly request¬ 
ing banks not to use the situa¬ 
tion to undermine or frustrate 


the Government's attempts to 
regain the monetary initiative 
domestically. - 

The considerations posed by 

the ending of exchange coo- 
trolsfaU into three main cate¬ 
gories. ' One concerns -'the con- 
-tinning usefulness of the 
-present measures of - money, 
particularly those that form 
'the basis of targets (sterling 
M3) end policy derisions (Ml. 
sterling M3 and domestic cred¬ 
it: expansion). 

A second concerns the capac¬ 
ity of the system, simply to 
monitor, let alone comprehen¬ 
sively and speedily, the inter¬ 
national movement of money. 
Finally, there is the issue ox 
the effectiveness of any con¬ 
trol mechanism when money is 
free to move on and offshore 
at convenience. 

Taking the issue of the 
aggregates first, this in its turn 
has two principal aspens. One 
resuits from the new freedom 
to move sterling deposits and 
Sterling lending off shore. If 
this involves no more than the 
development of offshore bank¬ 
ing bringing together non-resi¬ 
dent sterling depositors and 
non-resident sterling bor¬ 
rowers, the implications for 
the domestic aggregates should 
be nil, at lease on a first round 
basis. 

But were it to involve res¬ 
ident depositors and/or res¬ 
ident borrowers—perhaps ref¬ 
lecting taxation, considerations 
or as a result of an ill-con¬ 
ceived banking control mech¬ 
anism in the United 
Kingdom—the a the impli¬ 
cations could be very different.

economy—just as they do now 
as a result or the increasing 
amount of money .circulating 
outside the baaldng system. * 

The second aspect frith im¬ 
plications for the usefulness of 
the present indicators takes in 
the freedom that all United 
Kingdom residents now have to 
switch in and out of sterling. 
The main indicator of broad- 
based money used to be M3, 
which. includes residents’ 
foreign currency deposit, but 
when we entered the age of 
monetary targets some three 
years ago it was derided fwitb 
considerable justification under 
an exchange control regime 1 
that the foreign, currency ele¬ 
ment of M3 had little relevance 
to the dynamics of the domes¬ 
tic economy. Now, perhaps, 
there is a case for reverting to 
broad-based M3. 

That case is. however, not 
clear-cut. Apart from anything 
else, there can be no firm idea 
at thiS'stage as to how people 
will adapt to rheir new free¬ 
dom. If it emerges that a 
significant number of people 
believe that they have some¬ 
thing to gain by switching in 
and our of sterling; then there 
may well be a case for wheeling 
M3 to the from of die stage. 


But if it proves io be merely 
a case of a few people saving 
for overseas holidays via u 
foreign currency account, the 
case is less strong—though the 
seasonal pattern of people's 
behaviour will be worth noting. 

There is, moreover, a further 
potential complication and 
here we enter the whole area 
of monitoring problems. The 
difficulty is this: if people 
decide to hold money off¬ 
shore, and this presumably 
would be more likely to oocur 
with foreign currency than 
■sterling deposits, how will the 
authorities know whose money 
has gone, bow much money 
has gone, where it las gone 
and when, if ever, it is likely 
to come back ? 

Our own monitoring system 
can, for obvious reasons, only 
cover banking operations car¬ 
ried out in the United King¬ 
dom. In short, the authorities 
are going to have to rely heav¬ 
ily on what they can glean 
from the international figures 
provided by the Bank for 
International Settlements and, 
of course, the banking grape¬ 
vine and their “ feel ” of what 
is happening. 

Finally, there are the impli¬ 
cations of exchange control 
abolition for the monetary con¬ 
trol mechanism. Whar kind of 
mechanism we are going to 
have remains to be seen, but 
the notion of a mechanism, 
such as the corset, that merely 
forces money and credit crea¬ 
tion out of the mainline bank¬ 
ing system is surely redundant. 

The authorities clearly need 


a mechanism that acts more 
effectively _oa the quantity o£ 
liquidity in the system as a 
whole. But in a world of free-, 
dom of capital movement they 
are going to need to take 
care—just as they will undoub¬ 
tedly take care to come up 
with a system that is in no 
way penal to British-owned 
banks—thar they emerge with 
a system that is not so penal 
and rigid to banking generally 
in this country that the off-- 
shore option, is made apprecia¬ 
bly more attractive from the 
oiirset. 

It may. In fact, be that the 
authorities will hove ro settle 
for a “ belt and braces ” 
approach to the external loop¬ 
hole until such time as inter¬ 
national monitoring and reg¬ 
ulation moves on a few -stages 
further. It may also, as I have 
already .said, be possible to 
exaggerate the domestic mone¬ 
tary implications of the abofi- - 
tion of exchange controls. 

Bur Treasury ministers 
should at least known what is 
practicable before they choose 
to set out a medium-term 
financial plan —or at least one 
of any substance. If they 
believe' that the possibility u£ 
liquidity and credit creation 
being ’ diverted offshore is 
eitber negligible or irrelevant, 
or both, then they must make 
a convincing case to that 
effect. 

Otherwise, they run the risk 
of making themselves look foo¬ 
lish. They might even be run¬ 
ning the’ risk of torpedoing 
monetarism altogether—and 
with it, themselves.

Giving the automated office a ‘brain’ 


Office systems analysis has not 
hitherto been a recognized dis¬ 
cipline, says Mr Muir Moffat, 
managing director of Nexos 
Office Systems, the National 
Enterprise Board subsidiary.

Nexos and Urwick Dynamics 
yesterday announced a joint 
venture into rife new discipline 
in the shape of Urwick Nexos, a 
training-orientated consultancy.

In less than a year since its 
formation Nexos has demon¬ 
strated a key advantage over its 
older-established rivals in the 
office automation business— 
the ability no move quickly in 
acquiring the elements of what 
it considered to be tire ideal 
office of the future, unhindered 
by any commitinexit to estab¬ 
lished ranges of products. 

Some may regard a con¬ 
nexion with the NEB a& less 
■chan Btresimaible at this part¬ 
icular time But at the moment 
it is Nexos which is setting the 
pace— in orgmal Thinking on 
office systems which are both 
automated and integrated ; and 
in translating concepts into 
■reality. 

Starting from an analysis of 
■who does what and for -what 
proportion of the time in a 
typical office —and how this 
could be improved—Nexos has 
associated itself with a number 
of companies which are able to 
contribute relevant segments of 
expertise. They include Logica 
VTS on screen-display word- 

processing, Muirifead on fac¬ 
simile transmission and Uttronic 
Data Systems on the marketing 
of the Japanese Ricoh single* 
line-display word-processors. 

These are all'relevant to the 
office terminals of the future— 
multi-purpose successors to the 
typewriters and telephones of 
today. But, before these pro¬ 
ducts can be put together into 
fully integrated systems, some-

thing very clever has to be de¬ 
signed and built to give the 
system a “ brain This docs not 
imply artificial intelligence in 
the generally accepted sense of 
the term, but rather something 
that gives the automated office 
a central nervous system. 

Clearly this something would 
be a computer or collection of 
computers. Conventional digital 
computers could be persuaded 
co do much of what was re¬ 
quired, but at great cost in 
software complexity. What 
Nexos had in mind was a com¬ 
pletely new system architecture 
based on a computer powerful 
enough to handle not only 
text, graphics and computer 
data, but also speech —and to 
handle them together. 

This vital element was found 
in California in the shane of 
the Delta family of computers 
developed by Delphi Corpora¬ 
tion, an affiliate of Exxon 
Enterprises (itself a subsidiary 
of Exxon Corporation). A com¬ 
bination of up to 32 processors 
gives the Delta the ability to 
handle office communication 
and data processing very 
rapidly, flexibly and in large 
volumes- 

In particular, it has the capa¬ 
city or band width to permit 


the storage and transmission of 
voice messages in digital form. 
And it is “self-healing” in the 
sense chat processors are dupli¬ 
cated to ensure continuity of 
operation—one can literally re¬ 
move a processor and the 
system continues to operate 
without a break.. 

The speech feature of the 
Delta has been pioneered in a 
telephone answering service 
which has been operating 24 
hours a day, seven days a week 
in the San Francisco area 
■since 1977. “ Telephone 

answering” in this context is a 
far cry from the image of tele¬ 
phone operators reading out 


messages scribbled on scraps of 
paper. 

The operators have full 
information and individual 
answering guidance on video 
terminals and the inquirer can 
call up the actual spoken 
messages which have been lefr 
for him simply by asking the 
system for them. * 

The system records ihe 
messages, stores them in digital 
form in a voice bank r and 
plays them back as required. If 
an ’ incoming message is an 
order for a client’s products, 
the operator keys the details 
into an order-form frame which 
appears on the video screen 
and the order is printed and 
despatched automatically. 

The San Francisco system has 
confirmed the power and flexi¬ 
bility of rhe Delta and its ability' 
to integrate the handling of 
voice messages with data and 
with the video terminals. From 
this prototype Nexos plans to 
move on to a more ambitious 
system of office automation for 
the future. 

At the heart of the system as 
envisaged is a Delta computer 
(described in the trade as a 
“ communications engine 
This engine will drive and inter¬ 
connect as appropriate a range 
of office items which can in¬ 
clude telephones (via a private 
automatic branch exchange), 
video terminals or work-stations, 
dara-processing computers 

(which may be of different 
makes) and other equipment 
such as “ advanced ” copiers, 
facsimile equipment, printers 
and word-processors. 


The system would he able to 
transform information from one 
medium to another ; to ** store 
and forward " mixed packets of 
speech, data and text in a 
message-switching role ; to hold 
not only a data bank but also 
a voice bank and a text bank in 
the computer's memory ; and to 
recognize voice commands and 
to give “ spoken ” responses. 

Mr Moffat illustrates what 
this can mean in practice. A 
manager could direct any 
written document to a colleague, 
electronically from one terminal 
to another. He could also add a 
*• voice note ” where appropri¬ 
ate simply by viewing the test 
on his vjdeo screen, pointing a 
light pen at the relevant para¬ 
graph and speaking his message 

Hey, Fred . . ."’ *. 

Fred receives the image of 
the text at his terminal, 
together with an indication, 
where and w-hen there is a voice 
note waiting for him. He 
presses a key and hears the 
message. Many other examples 
of integrated office communica¬ 
tions are possible. 

While Nexos is developing i ls 
big systems <for which it will 
make and market the Delta 
computer in Britain) it is not 
ton proud to begin hy selling 
its word-processors and other 
workstations on their own. Now 
Urwick Nexos has added a new 
piece to the jigsaw: consult¬ 
ancy and education in the new 
discipline of office systems 
analysis.

More U S wheat 
for Russia 

Washington, Nov 29.—The 
Soviet Union is expected to pur¬ 
chase between 22 million and 25 
million tonnes of United States 
grain in the year that began 
October 1. Mr Thomas Saylor, an 
Agriculture Department official, 
seid- 

He told a Senate agriculture 
sub-committee hearing that Soviet 
grain imports from the United 
States would consist or six million 
to eight million tonnes of wheat 
and 16 million to 18 million 
tonnes of feed grains. 

The Soviet announcement that 
Its grain production this year 
amounted to 179 mlUion toooes 
meant there would be a shortfall 
of 47 million tonnes in terms of 
utilization requirements.

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Garages say 
goodbye 
to the gallon 

From the middle of next year, 
perrnl retailers are to begin what 
is being called a '‘voluntary 
planned programme " of switching 
from gallons to litres. The change 
is expected to cake mo and a half 
years during which time motorists 
will have to deal with the two 
types of measure. 

That could make for confusion, 
at least among the less mathe¬ 
matically agile, and the obvinus 
question is why the change could 
not have been made ail at once, 
as for instance happened with the 
introduction of decimal currency. 
The short answer is that successive 
governments have not been pre¬ 
pared to make the necessary order. 

So for the last three years there 
has been the curious anomaly that 
while petrol is delivered to pumps, 
and invoiced, in litres, it is sold 
in gallons. The chance ar the 
wholesale stage was made in expec¬ 
tation of government action in the 
retail field which never came. 


The decision to-go metric now 
has been made not from any great 
enthusiasm for metrication as such 
but because of spiralling petrol 
prices. Many of the country's 
100,000 pumps cannot show prices 
of more than 99p*per gallon and 
have been forced, since the pound 
a gallon barrier was breached, to 
resort to half-price posting. But 
however well signposted, half-price 
posting—which means that the 
price you see ticking up on the 
pump has to be multiplied by two 
—has caused muddle and anger. 

There is an even larger number 
of pumps chat cannot show more 
than £1.99 a gallon and while ibis 
level of price, we must hope and 
pray, should be a few years off, 
it must eventually happen. So the 
Motor Agents’ Association, which 
represents independent garages, 
decided ro announce its support 
fnr metrication at the pumps and 
its lead was followed last week by 
the oil companies, who directly 
own many filling stations. 

Changing 100.000 pumps will be 
a long and costly business. A con¬ 
version, where this is possible, can 
cost £150 to £200; where it is noi, 
buying one of the latest electronic 
blender pumps can cost between 
£2,000 and £3,000. Some existing 
electronic pumps can be converted 
simply by pressing a button or 
cutting a wire, but otbers will need 
a new computer head. 

Buying petrol in litres will not 
he a novel experience to any 
motorist who has driven on the 
Continent, and a few garages have 
already made the switch here. It 
is a question of being able to carry 
figures in the head—thinking of a 


gallon as just under five litres, or 
a litre as roughly a fifth of a gallon. 
For a -rime prices are likely to be 
posted in both gallons and litres 
and the Metrication Board has pre¬ 
pared a couple of conversion charts 
for garages to display. 

The change to litres will intro¬ 
duce another difficulty, how to 
express fuel consumption figures. 
The phrase “ miles per gallon ” will 
have to go and some alternative 
formula be found. The continental 
practice is to measure consumption 
the other way round, in litres per 
100 kilometres. But until tbe 
British Government decides to 
introduce metric distances, which 
at the moment seems unlikely, such 
a measurement would be meaning¬ 
less here. 

Neither of the possible hybrids— 
miles per litre or litres per 100 
miles—seems ideal but one or other 

will probably have to be adopted. 

At least the Department of Energy, 
which is responsible for publishing 
the official consumption figures on 
new cars, has nearly three years to 
come up with the answer, for tbe 
last pump is unlikely to be con¬ 
verted to litres before the end of 
1982.
